HE nomination of Mr. H. 8. Goodhart-Rendel, 
F.R.1.B.A., for the Presidency of the R.I.B.A. in 

~ succession to Mr. Percy Thomas, O.B.E., willgive wide- 
spread satisfaction. Mr. Goodhart-Rendel has all the 
qualities of a first-rate President. He is a distinguished 
architect, a profound scholar, an excellent chairman 
and speaker, and a man of influence in the wider spheres 
of public life. Fifty years of age, he will be the youngest 
architect President in the 103 years’ history of the 
Institute. He is a grandson of the late Lord Rendel of 
Hatchlands, and was educated at Eton and Trinity 
College, Cambridge ; during the war he. served in the 
Grenadier Guards. He was Slade Professor of Fine - 

Art, Oxford University, 1933-36, and has served on 

. the Council of the R.I.B.A. since 1926, being Chairman 
of the Art Standing Committee, 1927-28 ; Chairman of 
the Literature Standing Committee, 1931; Vice-Presi- 
dent, 1933-34. He was President of the Architectural 

_ Association of London, 1924-25, and last year was 
appointed Director of the Association’s School of 
Architecture. _ 

Mr. Goodhart-Rendel is a brilliant architectural 
scholar, historian and writer, and has made a special 
study of the architectural history of the nineteenth 
century. His publications include a monograph on 
Nicholas Hawksmoor in the Masters of Architecture 
series; Vitruvian Nights, 1932; Fine Art, 1934; and 
many papers on architectural subjects. He has 
practised as an architect in England since 1910 and 
for a time in the south of France as well. His work is 
mainly ecclesiastical and domestic, and includes St. 
Wilfrid’s Church, Brighton. His most notable building 
in London is the headquarters of Hay’s Wharf, Ltd.; 
near London Bridge. ) 

Mr. Goodhart-Rendel is also an accomplished musician; 
he studied music at Cambridge and with Professor 

“Donald Tovey, and has published various musical 
compositions... He is a director of the Royal Academy 

of Music. The theatre is also one of his interests, and 

he is a member of the executive of the Old Vic and 
Sadlers Wells. 


THE ROYAL GOLD MEDALLIST 


IR RAYMOND UNWIN, LL.D., who was invested 
with the Royal Gold Medal for Architecture on 
Monday night, is the first town-planner to receive that 
distinction in the ninety years that it has been awarded. 
That fact strikes us strangely to-day when the import- 
ance of planning national growth is recognised by 
every thinking person, not in Great Britain only but 
throughout the civilised world. 

Yet it is a fact equally true that planning, in the sense 
that we to-day understand it, is a modern product, 
whose value and ideals no single man has done more to 
further than Sir Raymond Unwin. 'Town-planning com- 
prehends many things, but in its simplest form it can 
only mean design for living—a conception based upon 
the ideal of the unit of home. and garden, which Sir 
Raymond has preached and practised nationally and 
internationally, with what success every architect and 
an ever-increasing number of ordinary citizens are 
fully aware. ; 

Monday night’s ceremony at the Institute will long 
remain in the memory of those. present, not least for 
the brilliant extempore apologia for town-planning given 
by the new Royal Gold Medallist. ‘This, as one speaker 
afterwards happily put it, alone would have convinced 
of the worthiness of this particular award. . het 

While it is given to some to. design great buildings, to 
a few only is it.given to initiate and plan.a great move- 
ment which will grow until eventually:.it suceeeds in. .. 
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reshaping the environment and moulding the lives of » 
nations.. Among those few Sir Raymond’s name. is 
surely numbered. 


LONDON TRANSPORT 


TE corporate, but non-corporeal body, London 

Transport, has been .in the wars of late. Volleys 
of letters and broadsides of verbal abuse have been 
hurled at it in regard to the alleged poor service of trains 
and crowded conditions on certain lines. Corporate 
bodies, we know, are proverbially thick-skinned, but we 
feel ‘that in this case the Board is being unjustly 
attacked. 

What are the facts? They are, briefly, that within 
the last 50 years London has, doubled its population 
without changing its habits. In other words, that 
though Greater London now sprawls over 2,000 square 
miles of country the City and West End are still the 
centres of business, and nearly two millions each day 
find it necessary to travel from outskirts to the. centre 
and vice versa. 

With this remarkable and ever-increasing volume of 
passenger traffic the London. Transport has coped 
valiantly. It has met, in a remarkable degree, the 
seemingly impossible problems presented by a London 
conceived without a plan. It has been said, and we 
think it true, that if the London Transport Board 
deserves blame, it can only be on account of its almost 
superhuman achievement in solving the nearly insoluble. 
problem of transporting London’s millions—the greater 
number of which demand transportation within the 
limits of a few hours morning and night. 

The undoubted troubles which are affecting the’ 
Board, and its passengers, are not, as far as we can 


foresee, likely to diminish, but rather the reverse. . The |. . 
situation, as many see it, is one which calls urgently for, .. > 


a plan setting a limit upon the uncontrolled expansion 
of London. The tendency for industry to centre on the 
Metropolis has reached a point, we feel, where the’ 
situation is not for the benefit of those already living or 
working in the area. Mr. Frank Pick has recently said 
that “‘ London must be maintained as a unit, and that... 
means that some limit should be set to its size, but not: 
an arbitrary limit.” It may be asked : What means of 
imposing a limit, exists other: than of a planned, or 
arbitrary, nature ? 

Whether the solution is to set a limit of time or of a 
territorial nature to further building expansion around 
London, coupled with a scheme for decentralising in- 
dustry, we cannot say; the question is one that 
requires investigation from many sides. We do,suggest, 
however, that before railway services are extended in 
directions likely to add still further to congestion, the 
Government consider the case for limitation and 
decentralisation in all its aspects. 


THE REGISTRATION BILL. 


HE Architects’ Registration Bill, as we record else- 

where in this issue, was talked out in the House of 
Commons last week. But for the unexpected length of 
earlier. proceedings in the House, there is good: reason 
to suppose that the Bill would have been read a second 
time. As it was, the debate was still p ing when 
the House adjourned, and unless another opportunity 
can be found for a hearing before the present Session 
ends in October, the Bill will have to be reintroduced, 
and go through both Houses next Session. Notwith- 
standing this setback, the progress made should afford 
the promoters some measure of satisfaction.- The Bill 
has not been defeated nor counted out; and all who 
have any real regard for the amenities of the country 
and for the welfare of the architectural profession will 
wish the measure better. fortune when it again comes 
up for the eonsideration of Parliament.

Exhibition of 
Models at St. Paul’s. 

Tue Dean and Chapter of St. Paul’s 
have authorised the formation in the 
Cathedral Galleries of an exhibition of 
models and architectural plans and draw- 
ings to illustrate the history and preserva- 
tion of the building. There will also be 
an exhibition of valuable books and 
manuscripts from the Cathedral library. 
The exhibition will be opened on Tuesday, 
May 4, and can be seen on week-days till 
further notice from 11 a.m. to 3.30 p.m. 
Admission will be by a ticket (to be ob- 
tained at the Cathedral, price 6d.), which 
will enable the visitor to inspect the 
library corridor, the library, the geo- 
metrical staircase, the West gallery, and 
the trophy room, in which the main part. 
of the exhibition will be placed. 


Centre for 
British Sculpture. 

A PPRMANENT centre for the sale of 
works by British sculptors will be opened 
at 26, Albemarle-street, W.; on Tuesday 
next. The Dean of Westminster (Dr. 
Foxley Norris), Sir William Llewellyn, 
P.R.A., Sir Guy Dawber, R.A., and Mr. 
Eric Gill will take part in the ceremony. 
The centre is believed to be a new ven- 
ture in sculpture. It will be managed by 
an organisation called Sculpture and 
Memorials, with an advisory committee 
consisting of Dr. Norris (who is chairman 
of the Central Council for the Care of 
Churches), Sir Edwin Lutyens, R.A., Sir 
Guy . Dawber, Mr. Gilbert Ledward, 
A.R.A., and Mr. Evelyn Shaw (honorary 
secretary of the British School at Rome). 
The centre will continue, but on a much 
extended basis, the movement established 
two years ago under the name of Sculp- 
tured Memorials and Headstones, to 
encourage the use of British stones and 
workmanship in churchyard sculpture. 
Its scope will include not only memorial 
stones but contemporary British sculpture 
of all kinds. 
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Progress of 
Liverpool. Cathedral. - : 
AccorDING to the Quarterly Bulletin of 
the Liverpool Cathedral Committee, the 
walls of the tower of the Cathedral are 
now 2264 ft. above floor level. The rate 
of progress has been slightly over 1 ft. 
per week, which compares with a rate of 
1 ft. every fortnight in the case of the 
Victoria Tower at Westminster. The 
pace of construction, however, is 
naturally a variable one—at the moment 
the work is fairly straightforward. The 
sub-contractors have started work on the 
shuttering for the two belfry floors, and 
shortly the need of hoisting large 
quantities of concrete will restrict the 
amount of stone which can be lifted and 
thus tend temporarily to slow down the 
work. The inside of the tower vault is 
in course of being “ cleaned down,” a 
process which comprises washing, point- 
ing, and finishing the finer points of the 
stonework, and it may soon be possible 
to clear away some of the scaffolding, 
though until the windows have been 
glazed (a start on the glazing will be 
made in the early summer) it will be 
impossible to take it all away. The 
number of men employed on the site in 
the middle of March was 198 (including 
109 masons), exclusive of employees of 
the firm at work on the belfry floors. 


Medizval Spanish 
Architecture. 

Srr BanistER FLetcueEr, P.-P.R.I.B.A., 
in a lecture at the Central School of Arts 
and Crafts on April 7, on Spanish 
Medieval Architecture, said that Spanish 
Gothic followed in some respects that of 
France, owing to its geographical 
position, as might be seen in the interiors 
of the cathedrals of Burgos and Toledo. 
Spreading traceried windows of glowing 
coloured glass, the great glory of Gothic 
architecture, were borrowed from France, 
but much of this intricate tracery was 
transferred to the surfaces of the solid 
walls and vaulting. Otherwise, in sun- 
burnt Spain, climate played a very de- 
termining part in _ producing’ small 
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windows and darkened interiors, Thi 
supplied a marked instance of the 
influence of nature on art. Spain wa 
however, susceptible to many other 
influences, especially Moorish infusion 
from the South, due to the long ocew ’ 
tion of the Moors in Spain. This inthe. 
ence resulted in a complexity and intri- 
cacy of ornament and even vaultin 
owing to the geometrical skill in dean 
of the Mahomedans.

An exhibition of the work of past 
students and of the staff of the Liverpool 
School of Architecture will be opened in 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
66, Portland-place, London, at 3 o’clock 
on Friday afternoon, April 30, by Pro- 
fessor Julian Huxley. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor of the University of Liverpool, Mr, 
J. L. Stocks, will preside. The exhibition 
which will remain open till May 14, will 
be devoted to work that has béen designed 
and carried out during the past fifteen 
years in the British Isles, Dominions and 
other countries.

Two hundred and fifty members of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers and other members of the 
puilding industry are to take part in a 
“Building Trades Cruise” to the Baltic 
during the carly summer.

New Crematorium, Cambridge. 


The Corporation of Cambridge invite 
architects who have an office within 150 
miles of Cambridge to submit in competi- 
tion designs for a new crematorium, to be 
erected at Fen Ditton-lane. The assessor 
is Mr. H. 8. Goodhardt-Rendel, F.R.I.B.A., 
and premiums of £100, £60 and £40 are 
offered. The last day for submitting de- 
signs is June 30, and the last day for 
questions April 30. Conditions of the 
competition may be obtained on applica- 
tion to Mr. C. H. Kemp, Town Clerk, The 
Guildhall, Cambridge. Deposit £1 Is. 


Following are points from the conditions :— 

The estimated cost of the scheme must not 
exceed the sum of £7,000. In this sum must 
be included the cost of the buildings, the 
furnace, all furniture and lighting fittings, 
and the gates and railings on Fen: Ditton- 
lane. All other fencing, roadmaking, plant- 
ing, lay-out, together with the main soil 
drainage and the bringing of gas mains and 
electric mains to the building, will be done 
by the Council, and the cost thereof is not 
to be included in competitors’ estimates. A 
provisiom of £250 is to be made for a positive 
organ. The fees of the architect. and quantity 
surveyor and clerk of works are not to be 
included. The accommodation required con- 
sists of: (a) A chapel to seat 150 persons 
on fixed benches, This chapel should be 
orientated. The catafalque is to be at the 
east end. At least two seats for clergy must 
be suitably placed. (b) A  columbarium, 
capable of further extension, to house one 
hundred urns. It is suggested that the 
columbarium should be in the form of a 
cloister. (°) Furnace suite comprising: (1) 
Transfer chamber, between the chapel and 
the furnaces, screened from the furnace- 
chamber, with doors in the screen for access 
to the furnaces, and a door to give atten- 
dants access to the furnace-chamber. Con- 
venient access to the transfer chamber should 
be provided for use of legal representatives 
who may require to view the cremation pro- 
cess. The distance between the outer face 
of the chapel wall and the furnace screen 
must not be less than 9 ft. 6 in. for a rail 
type transfer truck, or 11 ft. 6 in. for a 
swivel-wheel truck. (2) Furnace-chamber. 
Furnaces are to be arranged on the level of 
the chapel floor with swivel-wheel or rail 
type transfer truck from catafalque to fur- 
nace. The promoters have in mind the use 
of the Askam gas-fired furnace. Other types 
of gas-fired furnace would, however, be 
accepted if equally efficient in the opinion 
of the promoters, subject to limits of cost. 
Space for two furnaces should be provided, 
though only one actual furnace is to be in- 
stalled in the first place; and the cost of 
one only is to be included in the estimate 
of cost. (d) Minister’s vestry communicating 
with chapel and with separate entrance. (e) 
Waiting room. (f) Lavatory accommodation 
for both sexes, with hot and cold water 
supply. 

The entrance is to be on [Fen] Ditton- 
lane, and must be so planned as to give an 
easy turn-in for cars. Suitable entrance 
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gates and fencing here shall form Part of 
each competitor’s design. In the future : 
approach from the Newmarket-road ‘mg he 
made along the east side of the Pie 
cemetery to the south-east corner of the site 
Competitors must bear in mind the possibility 
of an additional entrance at this point. The 
promoters wish for a building whose arch; 
tectural character will be generally recog. 
nised as appropriate to its solemn purpose 
Choice of materials is left to competitors. 
but the use of reconstructed stone, or of 
external cement rendering is not thought 
advisable. A screen of trees and shrubs not 
more than 40 ft. wide will be planted on all 
the boundaries of the site. In the ground 
not occupied by the building there will be 
a garden of rest, in which ashes can be scat. 
tered, and a car park (not covered) for 5 
cars. Competitors are not required to desi 

the general lay-out in detail, but should ind}. 
cate the position and area, both of the garden 
of rest and of the car park, sufficiently to 
justify the choice of site they have made for 
the building itself. Chapel, vestry, waiting. 
rooms and operator’s room must be heated 
by means of a low-pressure coke-fired hot 
water system. The exhaust from furnace 
must be carried up clear of all roofs, The 
competitors may assume that a good founda- 
tion can be found 3 ft. 6 in. below ground- 
level, the sub-soil being firm marl.

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THE PRESENTATION 


Tye Royal Gold Medal for Architecture, 
1937, was presented, at a meeting of the 
RI.B.A., on Monday evening, to Sir 
Raymond Unwin, Hon. LL.D. (Mancr.), 
Dr.Tech.’.c.(Prague),* D.Arch.A.c. (Tor- 
onto), Past-President of the R.I.B.A., Past- 
President Town Planning Institute, Past- 
President Building Industries National 
Council. The presentation was made by 
the President, Mr. Percy Thomas, O.B.E., 
who said :— 

“During the past 90 years the Royal 
Gold Medal has been awarded to 86 men— 
architects, historians, archeologists, 
authors, painters, sculptors—men, it 
might seem, representative of every con- 
eeivable sphere of activity bearing any 
relationship to architecture. Yet it is 
surprising that to-night is the first occa- 
sion upon which the award has been 
made to a town planner. 

“There have been those who have in 
one way or another turned aside from 
architecture to engage in the wider field 
of civic design, men such as Sir Charles 
Barry and Sir James Pennethorne, but 
Sir Raymond is the first Royal Gold 
Medallist to bear the title of town 
planner. 

“On an occasion such as this there is 
a risk of eulogising the recipient of the 
medal, but Sir Raymond is his own 
defence against any tendency in that 
direction, for if he had his own way he 
would dispense with all honours for him- 
self, and I think all ceremonial occasions. 
But we cannot allow his modesty prevent- 
ing us saying what we are entitled to think 
of him. 

' “The Institute to-night is merely the 
vehicle through which this honour is con- 
veyed to Sir Raymond. It is the King’s 
medal, and, as such, is a national expres- 
sion of esteem. But the merit of the award 
goes further; it is a national and profes- 
sional recognition of Sir Raymond’s inter- 
national fame. In every corner of the 
world where town planning and housing 
mean anything Sir Raymond’s name is 
known, and it is because of his work as 
designer of Letchworth, Hampstead Gar- 
den Suburb, and through his books and 
many articles that the English contribu- 
tion to modern planning ideas is world- 
famous. Sir Raymond and his partner, 
Mr. Barry Parker, materialised the 
Englishman’s ideal conception of home 
as a unit of house and garden combined. 
In 1914, four years after the great 
planning conference at the R.I.B.A., Sir 
Raymond was appointed to the Town 
Planning Department of the Local 
Government Board, and started a period 
of 14 years’ service as the senior Govern- 
ment planning official in the country. 
These were years of vital importance iri 
the evolution of English planning. The 
‘ relationship that has 
always existed between this Institute and 
the Governmental side of planning, of 
which we had evidence in the papers read 
at the general meeting a month ago, has 
been established and developed largely 
by Sir Raymond’s skill and personality. 

“ When Sir Raymond retired from the 
Ministry in 1998 he was immediately 
made technical adviser to the Greater 
London Regional Planning Committee, 
and until the economic depression 
testricted that great work, was able to 
prepare a series of invaluable reports 
which will always serve as the basis on 
which London’s plan will be evolved. 

His retirement from practice in 1934 
Meant no remission of work. It might 
even be true to say that since his 
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‘retirement’ he has been busier than 
ever. Those of us in the R.I.B.A. who 
were able to see him at work as President 
can best appreciate .the qualities that 
have made him in demand as chairman 
or member of numberless national com- 
mittees. 

‘In many other ways he has made 
valuable contributions to modern archi- 
tecture and planning. I have hardly men- 
tioned his writings—chief of them his 
great book on Town Planning in Practice 
—or his work as consultant and lecturer 
in Canada and America and in Europe. 
Sir Raymond has just returned from 
America, where he has been lecturing at 
Columbia University, and although we 
are proud that his services are in demand 
overseas, we can ill afford to lose his 
valuable services in our own country. 

“The award of a knighthood in 1932, 
his election as our President in 1931, and 
the award of honorary degrees by the 
Universities of Manchester, Prague, and 
Toronto testify that his services have not 
gone unrecognised. This honour which 
the King confers on him to-night is per- 
haps the crowning one of them all. 

‘In conclusion, I think I am right in 
saying that Sir Raymond regards all 
these honours less than the respect and 
affection in which he is held by every 
member of the Royal Institute. The Royal 
Gold Medal is not the Institute’s affair 
only. It is awarded on the Institute’s 
nomination by the King, in whose name I 
now have pleasure in asking Sir Raymond 
to receive the award.” 


SIR RAYMOND UNWIN’S RESPONSE. 

Sir Raymond Unwin, who was greeted 
with prolonged applause, said that any 
merit that his works might have was 
very largely due to those who had co- 
operated with him in their production. 
“To Mr. Barry Parker, my partner for 
many years,” he continued, ‘I particu- 
larly wish to refer, as well as to other dis- 
tinguished architects who have consulted 
with me in various of those works, such 
as Sir Aston Webb and Sir Edwin 
Lutyens. I would also refer to the loyal 
band of brilliant assistants who have 
worked with me and for me. and I should 
like, if I may, to mention a few of them— 
that lovable man Penty, who has so 
recently gone from us, and many others, 
such as Alwyn Lloyd, Mottram, Pointon 
Taylor, Wade, with his wonderful 
sketches, and Herbert Welch, all of 
them outstanding members of this Insti- 
tute, 

“But it is to my connection with the 
housing and town planning movements 
that I like to think that this mark of 
distinction is due, and that it is an appre- 
ciation by this Institute of the great im- 
portance and value of these movements. 
In this, too, I have been helped by good 
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fortune, for I was privileged to hear the 
beautiful voice of John Ruskin proclaim- 
ing the fallacy of laissez-faire economics, 
with its grotesque feature of the 
Economic Man, and to know William 
Morris and his work, and to imbibe in 
my impressionable years the thoughts of 
men like James Hinton and Edward Car- 
penter. With such an upbringing, if I 
may so call it, a man could hardly fail to 
pursue the ideals of a more ordered form 
of society and a better planned environ- 
ment for it, which is what I have been 
seeking. 


** Relations of Things and Buildings.” 

‘*T think that if my work and activities 
have any significance it is because my in- 
terest has always been more fn the relations 
of things and buildings than in the things 
themselves—their relations to life, their rela- 
tions to their neighbouring buildings, to the 
site, to the street, to the neighbourhood, and 
ultimately to-the town, to the region and to 
the nation. To my younger hearers I would 
say that this interest has brought to me an 
enormous amount of pleasure in my life, 
culminating in the token of approval which 
you have 0 good enough to give me to- 


night, am approval which I take to be that , 


of my connection with this great movement 
towards a more planned order of society. 

‘Tt is a great movement. I am impressed 
more and more with the force which lies be- 
hind it, and which is driving us on towards it, 
and with the need of wise guidance in the 
development of this planned order of society. 
I believe seriously that on this depends 
whether our present social system—that wave 
of civilisation which during the last cen- 
turies has carried us so far—can go forward 
and can satisfy the whole nature of mam in 
a community organisation, or whether we are 
destined to drift back and to have to wait for 
another wave of progress as many civilisa- 
tions in the past have done.” 

Looking to the West (continued Sir Ray- 
mond) he saw in America planning taking # 
very remarkable place, and he would like to 
give just three instances. The first was the 
Tennessee Valley, in which there had been 
created a planning authority composed of 
three remarkable men, to whom had been 
entrusted the planning, the conservation and 
the reconstruction of an area four-fifths the 
size of England, and lying within the 
boundaries of seven sovereign States. They 
were dealing with navigation, with flood con- 
trol, with the prevention of erosion, with the 
creation of cheap electrical power, and with 
a local land and industrial development and 
redevelopment which promised to redeem one 
of the most poverty-stricken areas in the 
United States; and that was spreading to 
other districts. 

The second thing was that the great city 
of New York, the only city comparable in 
size and population to London, had adopted 
at this last election a new charter which put 
planning in a privileged position. It had 
created a Planning Commission of a perma- 
nent character, which was to be largely inde- 
pendent of party fluctuations—hence it was 
not at all pleasing to the Tammany interests ; 
—and which was to guide all the five Presi- 
dents of the five boroughs which constituted 
New York. 


An American Planning Board. 

‘Even more significant, however,” 
declared Sir Raymond, “‘ is the position which 
planning is taking in the reorganisation of 
the Government of the United States of 
America which President Roosevelt has now 
put before Congress. He is grouping all the 
various boards and activities under one or 
other of the Cabinet Ministers, but before 
that is done there is to be created a National 
Planning Board to deal with the whole of the 
United States, directly under the President 
and independent of all the Cabinet Ministers, 
whose duty it shall be to study the develop- 
ment of. the United States; to study the con-

servation ofits resources, to make a plan for 
their future development, and. to co-ordinate 
the 47 State Planning Boards which are 
already in existence, planning the develop- 
ment and conservation of the different States. 

“That is a very significant move, and, 
looking at it, I am tempted to wonder 
whether we are not seeing here the creation of 
a new organ, which is going to play an im- 

rtant part in democratic government. 

emocratic government, which hitherto has 
been carried on by the play of party points 
of view and party discussion, will be faced 
in America with a considered plan and a con- 
sidered policy, worked out with the greatest 
amount of expert guidance and study. That 
will be, I believe, a steadying influence, pos- 
sibly controlling the excessive swing of the 
party pendulum.” 


Coming back to Great Britain, planning, 


thought Sir Raymond, did demand that we 
should try to understand, a little more than 
had been generally hitherto understood, what 
was the nature of this activity of planning, 
and what were its purposes. e had to con- 
trol the distribution of population and in- 
dustry; we had to conserve our resources; 
and, not least, we had to preserve the beauty 
of ourland. He believed that we would find 
that those people who feared planning because 
they thought that it was going to interfere 
with individual liberty were mistaken. His 
own feeling was that individuality—not in- 


» dividualism, but a far more valuable thing— 


was quite compatible with planning. ‘“‘I will 
tell you why I think so,’ declared the 
speaker. Planning is co-operation, and co- 
pore depends for its value on the degree 
of difference between the people who co- 
operate. Co-operation is least. valuable when 
it_ is: between two people who are exactly 
alike; the wider the difference the greater is 
the value created, and here we have the 
whole principle of design and the whole prin- 
ciple of planning : it is that power, as I see 
it, for some mental process to form a concep- 
tion based upon combining differences in a 
new order and a new relationship, in which 
there are brought out those values which 
come from putting different things together. 

“That is planning, and that is the plan- 
ner’s.-contribution. He makes that concep- 
tion, and it is not unlike the conception of the 
man who combines notes—which if I were to 
strike them at random on the piano would 
be a mere discordant noise—in such relations, 
in such proportions of time and harmony, 
that they become not only a useful march 
which keeps you in step, but an inspiriting 
march which will move the souls of men to 
dare great deeds.” 


The R.I.B.A. had during the last century 
iven time and money liberally in develop- 
ing a system of education for the architect, 
with his limited field of planning, and he 
wanted (said Sir Raymond) to ask the Insti- 
tute to use the experience which it had so 
acquired in helping ‘to ge and to evolve 
a system of training for the planner who 
would think in terms of neighbourhoods. of 
towns, of regions and of whole nations. That 
was the call, and he believed that it was up 
to us very largely to try to satisfy that call, 
because he believed that it was but an exten- 
sion to a wider field of very many of the 
princi which we had to adopt in the more 
limited field of architecture. The Architec- 
tural Association were working at that prob- 
lem, and the Town Planning Institute were 
working at that problem. ‘‘ I hope that this 
Institute will help,”’ he said, “‘ and I hope 
that it is not. ungrateful of me to thank you 
for the encouragement that you are giving 
me to-night by putting forward this as one 
of my requests for further service. 


“It is mot necessary,’ concluded the 
aker, ‘‘that we in this country should 
i have a National Planning Board to study 
and plan and survey the development of our 
country? I want to al to our Govern- 
ment to ly what I believe is at present 
a hoe and I ae ease to great ae . i 
ributes to Sir ond were pai ir 
Herbert Samuel, ie Autiond Geddes, and 
Dr. Christopher Addison. .-_ .

A PERSONAL APPRECIATION 


Tue Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects has added another distinguished 
name to its list of Royal Gold Medallists. 
Sir Raymond Unwin is known through- 
out Europe and America, and the honour 
conferred on him will be specially wel- 
comed by his personal friends in many 
countries who have long realised the far- 
reaching influence of his work and 
character. 

During all the events which have 
shaken and changed the social and 
economic structure of this country in the 
last half century it is a rare thing to find 
the man who has kept his sense of real 
values, and at the same time retained the 
imagination and fresh outlook of youth. 
Raymond Unwin has succeeded in doing 
sa. His early contemporaries in the 
architectural and engineering professions 
—many of whom were brilliant in the 
technique of building—made their contri- 
bution in town and country, and in so 
doing ably served their patrons. Ray- 
mond Unwin has done more, inasmuch as 
he has devoted his life and technical 
knowledge to the welfare of the com- 
munity as a whole, and particularly to 
those more helpless members—the wage- 
earners, who were the first victims of an 
industrialised England, and who are still 
the most in need of better homes at rents 
which they can afford. 


Early Influences. 

After leaving Magdalen College School 
at an age when the effect of environment 
counted for so much, and in the days 
when Oxford could still claim to be one 
of the most beautiful of-our cities, he was 
then trained in engineering. We may 
guess that his early contacts with hard 
engineering facts have resulted in a cer- 
tain discipline of the mind because, in 
later years, when the larger and more 
complex problems of town planning have 
occupied his attention, he has always 
been able to reinforce his recommenda- 
tions by the proofs of exact research. 
Being fundamentally a sociologist—and.a 
socialist in the true meaning of the word 
—Raymond Unwin’s training in the tech- 
nique of construction led inevitably to 
planning and building for the community. 
This at a time when the revolt was spread- 
ing against the dull mass-production 
methods of the speculator, who was 
rapidly destroying the individuality and 
character of our towns and villages, con- 
verting them into future slums, even 
although their mean streets conformed 
rigidly to the by-laws. William Morris, 
Walter Crane, Edward Carpenter and 
others of the early socialists were among 
the friends of Raymond Unwin as a young 
architect, and he was then working to 
design homes more expressive of contem- 
porary needs than the stereotyped houses 
produced by the application of building 
by-laws. ‘‘ The Art of Building a Home,” 
when it was published, demonstrated the 
possibilities of greater freedom in plan- 
ning and more imagination in the field 
of domestic architecture. _ Here was a 
fresh attempt to create a better and more 
interesting environment for family life. 
It is the needs of the family, as the essen- 
tial unit in the pattern of a civilised 
community, which has always been the 
basis of Raymond Unwin’s philosophy. 


Garden Cities. 


His first real opportunity came when, in 
partnership with Mr. Barry Parker, he 
was invited to enter a limited competition 
for the design of Letchworth Garden City 
The plan was accepted and, as is well 
known, the development of Letchworth 
was followed by an invitation from Mrs. 
Henrietta Barnett to lay out and develop 
a Garden Suburb at Hampstead. Besides 
designing many of the successful groups 
of houses at Letchworth and Hampstead, 
Raymond Unwin was responsible for the 
lay-out of New Earswick for the Rowntree 
Village Trust, Gretna—a war-time muni- 
tions settlement—and much other work, 
before his appointment as Chief Archi. 
tect and, ultimately, Chief Technica] 
Officer for Housing and Town Planning at 
the Ministry of Health. 


It is unnecessary here to mention all 
the valuable work she has rendered on 
Departmental Government Committees 
and on technical committees of all kinds, 
particularly as Chief Technical Officer to 
the Greater London Joint Planning 
Committee. On a great many occasions, 
when his wise counsel and the benefits of 
wide technical experience have been 
called for, they have been freely given, 
whether connected with architecture, 
education or unemployment in the pro- 
fession. At meetings of the R.I.B.A., the 
Town Planning Institute, and the Inter- 
national Federation for Housing and 
Town Planning—of all of which bodies he 


has been a distinguished President—his 


remarks and speeches have, by their sin- 
cerity, vision, and broad-minded outlook, 
never failed to leave an impression on 
his audience, whether young or old. No 
man better deserved his knighthood. 


Ideals and Principles. 


Those of us who are actively engaged 
in the work of Town and Country Plan- 
ning, as well as Sir Raymond’s students 
here and in America, owe a special debt 
of gratitude to him. In spite of the strict 
limitations on imaginative planning im- 
posed by the Act, and the complicated 
method of procedure, Sir Raymond has 
succeeded in keeping before him, and 
therefore before us, the ideals and prin- 
ciples which have always directed his 
own work. His book “‘ Town Planning in 
Practice’’ embodies these ideals, which 
are still valid and will remain so, even 
although the technique of town planning 
and building may change in a “ brave 
new world.” His condemnation of the 
huge unplanned metropolitan city as an 
unworkable machine has been proved 
both true and just. Yet, while we 
flounder among the problems of chaos in 
the big cities, Sir Raymond’s logical 
alternative for planned decentralisation 
and the ordered growth of towns has not 
so far succeeded in securing a more con- 
structive policy by those in authority. He 
has proved, by reasoned argument and 
practical results, that the vitality of the 
nation can-only be maintained and in- 
creased by planning for well-balanced 
communities of limited size. In this 
policy the architect must play his part 
both as a leader and public servant, and 
in so doing we can best show our appre 
ciation of the example which Sir Ray- 
mond and Lady Unwin have given to the 
profession, and which, we hope, they will 


‘ continue to give to a younger generation.

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Roof Drainage. 

Wuite a pitched roof throws off rainfall 
naturally, even {o the extent of being for 
all practical purposes self-scouring, it must 
not be overlooked that a flat roof provides 
so much more sluggish a current for sur- 
face water that a periodic scavenging is 
almost a necessity, especially if it is to 
be used for sitting out. The amount of 
soot, bird-droppings, leaves, grit, and 
miscellaneous litter which can accumu- 
Jate on such a roof (if neglected) is almost 
unbelievable, and apart, from untidy 
appearance, its presence constitutes a 
source of danger in ease of deluge, when 











the stranded litter washed toward the 
outlets may hold up the flow of water or 
form a complete block. The flatter the 
flat the worse this trouble can be, and 
it is hence that it is chiefly operative on 
the terrace flat, which for appearance and 
comfort in use is made as nearly horizon- 
tal as can be. Nor must it be forgotten 
that the laying of paving on swich a 
surface so that no shallow ‘“dishings”’ 
afford a resting place for pools demands a 
high degree of skill and care, and favour- 
able conditions for execution. A paved 
flat, with its shallow fall and occasional 
nearly invisible hollows, is apt to dry no 
more rapidly than do street pavings—in 
fact less so, for the street sidewalks have 
a continuous outlet to the road channel, 
whereas a parapeted flat gains outlet 
only to rainwater pipes at fairly wide 
intervals. : 


Insulation. 


Insulation against heat and cold com- 
prises two separate problems which so 
far it is not convenient to solve jointly. 
On the one hand, there is simple con- 
ductivity; the tendency for temperatures 
on either side of a division (in this case 


a flat roof) to equalise, so that external 


atmospheric warmth in summer pene- 
trates, and internal warmth from 
domestic heating in winter dissipates. 
On the other hand, there is direct radia- 
tion from the sun’s rays, which heat up 
toof surfaces, so that these in turn bake 
occupants of rooms beneath. These 
Problems were practically ignored until 
Tecent times, and in consequence many 
flat-roofed buildings constructed with 
more optimism than knowledge are, or 
were, almost uninhabitable, while 
imstances of serious structural defects 
arising from expansion were not 
uncommon, and _ still occasionally 
happen. 


It is an unfortunate fact that bitumen 
and coal-tar products, which form the 
vital component of most flat-roofing 
materials, are black, blackness being the 
factor which encourages heat absorption 

om sun radiation. It is tempting to 
endeavour to counter the sun’s rays under 
rather than over the effective membrane 
Which constitutes the roofing, since by 
80.doing both problems above referred to 
might be solved together. But there are 
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dangers in doing so, and it is preferable 
te exclude the sun so far as possible 
from heating up the membrane—be it 
mastic asphalt or bituminous fabric. 
There is indeed a story told of a building 
in which a roof terrace was asphalted 
over a non-conducting layer of cork 
which proved so efficient that all the 
heat became stored up in the asphalt, in 
which intending loungers promptly 
became stuck! The external guards 
against sun heat which can be provided 
seem to multiply daily, but we still await 
the one which would be simplest of all— 
a durable white paint which could be 
applied to asphalt without deleterious 
effect either to the latter or to itselt. 
Common whitewash renewed annually is 
effective, but obviously unsuitable for 
surfaces intended to be walked upon. 

Weare thus compelled to seek materials 
which can be superimposed upon the roof 
membrane, capable of bearing foot 
traffic, of standing up to exposure and of 
preserving reasonable cleanliness, so that 
they may fend off or reflect the sun’s 
rays.- To describe the various proprietary 
devices aiming at these ends is beyond 
the intention of this article, but, briefly, 
they fall into three classes :— 

(1) The ventilated ‘‘ parasol,” or per- 
forated paving propped up clear of the 
roof surface in such a relationship that 
with the English maximum angle of sun 
no rays can strike the roofing, while air- 
currents are free to circulate between 
the paving and roof. ee 

(2) Precast paving-squares of low con- 


ductivity and some reflecting value,

bedded on the waterproof membrane. 
Several varieties of insulative material 
are employed by different makers. 

(3) Paving laid and surfaced in situ, 
with similar aims to the last. In all 
three classes provision must be made for 
adjustment to slight expansion and con- 
traction of the units, and resistance of 
the paving material to the disintegrating 
effects of frost and wear must be 
attained. 

To conquer the tendency of external 
and internal temperature to equalise, it 
seems preferable to incorporate a layer 
of low conductivity near the underside 
of the structural roof, so that artificial 
warmth shall be as little as possible 
wasted in heating-up concrete. In con- 
junction with the upper sun-shield such 
a layer can effect substantial improve- 
ments in transmissive qualities. With 
any form of reinforced-concrete flat, this 
safeguard can be easily incorporated by 
casting the structure upon a layer of 
insulative wallboard or a material such 
as Heraklith laid out upon the shutter- 
ing so that upon removal of the latter it 
remains adhering to the concrete (Fig. 
4). Hollow brick roofs or concrete roofs 
of pre-cast units should have suspended 
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ceilings, and in the case of flats of 
timber construction, the ceiling can be 
formed on a base of similar insulative 
material fixed to the joists. With such 
roofs it is advisable to lay “ Servall ” 
aluminium foil asbestos felt directly on 
the joists before boarding is put on, the 
fabric being draped so as to sag between 
the timbers, as in Fig. 5. In one case 
where an unprotected roof of bituminous 
sheeting on joists and boarding finished 
beneath with ordinary lath and plaster 
had resulted in rooms almost uninhabit- 
able during hot weather, a vast improve- 
ment has been made by filleting below 
the plaster to secure aluminium foil, and 
covering in beneath with }-in. wallboard 
with a skimming coat of plaster. The 
loss of height is only 2 in. (which is 
unnoticeable) and the cost relatively 
trifling (Fig. 6). 


Sound Transmission. 

This question, which is the bugbear of 
residential-flat design, and of all build- 
ings in joint occupation, has less import- 
ance in the case of private houses, whose 
occupants may usually be relied upon to 
be gathered in one place at a time. This 
is fortunate, since the simple specifics 
which are being evolved to overcome too 
easy sound transmission through floors 
(‘ floating flooring,” felt pads, etc.) are 
not easily adaptable to flat roof design. 
The bigger buildings, where impact 
noises from above may annoy occupants 
below, are presumably better able to 
afford the more ponderous methods 
which tend to lessen conduction. In any 
case, this problem has not yet been 
effectively solved, and again it is fortu- 
nate that it is only of importance where 
roof surfaces are intended for use as 
terraces. 


Traffic. 

Finally, there is the question of resist- 
ance to wear, if foot traffic is expected. 
Good mastic asphalt is reasonably 
resistant, and ifthe traffic is not too con- 
centrated or heavy, the various sun-insu- 
lating pavings already referred to are also 
satisfactory. If the added loads are pro- 
vided for, it is also possible (and even 
beneficial) to lay any normal form of 
tile or stone paving over asphalt. Flat 
roofing of sheet material can also be 
covered in this way, but when applied to 
joists and boarding would generally 
involve such considerable increase in the 
necessary stiffness that it is better to 
have recourse to a material possessing 
some degree of flexibility, such as tar- 
mac. Slight water-holding hollows are 
difficult to avoid, but it is some consola- 
tion to know that, though annoying to 
see and sometimes inconvenient, they 
are not detrimental to the roof. Where 
traffic is not contemplated, gritting the 
surface of bituminous sheet material has 
a marked effect in prolonging its life.

euilding. Over this, on the first floor, 
are two committee rooms and the 
council chamber, with a_ well-propor- 
tioned ante-hall which the members’ 
rooms and the chairman’s room adjoin. 
The council chamber has a gallery 
wen coowen erties fF: seating 42 members of the public; 
pe a and above this, again, is a conveniently 

pes planned flat for the caretaker. The 
ort council chamber is panelled to the 
window cills at a height of about 10 
teet in solid English oak, the upper 
part of the walls being plastered with 
Nils iN , special acoustic plaster. The ceiling 
one 
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is of fibrous plaster to a special design 
of the architects. The back wall of 
this room is covered with cork tiling 
over about half its area, partly for 
acoustic reasons and also because plans 
can be conveniently pinned to this 
material. The two double-swing en- 
trance doors are covered in grey-blue 
morocco Jeather with projecting silver 
chrome nail heads. The seats in the 
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public gallery are upholstered in 
moquette, and the back wall is covered 
with wool cloth to prevent resonance. 
For similar reasons, the floor of the 
chamber is covered with a_ thick 
carpet on felt on a sub-floor of fibre 
board with a patterned margin of cork. 
The furniture, which is also in English 
oak, is designet! so that the tables can 
be moved and placed along the walls, 
to act as a buffet on special occasions. 
The chairs and tops of tables are 
covered with blue-grey morocco 
leather, The lamp fittings, designed 
by the architects, consist of bronze 
rings suspended six feet from the ceil- 
ing, each carrying six globes fitted 
with 200-candle-power lamps. 

The committee rooms are panelled in 
a specially selected English oak veneer 
with fillets of brown oak, and are 
divided by pairs of folding doors of 
solid English oak. The electric fire- 
places ai either end of the room are 
provided for auxiliary heating if re- 

uired, and are set in surrounds. of 

ortuguese beige marble with inlays 
of Devonshire and Derbyshire marbles. 

€ floor is of teak strips laid on a 
sub-floor of deal boards, and covered 
with loose carpets. The electric light

fittings consist of etched glass globes 
with a concentric plate of glass round 
the perimeter, supported on rods of 
silver chrome metal. The tables are of 
English oak and the chairs are upholas- 
tered in fawn morocco leather. The 
curtains of red, beige and brown are a 
striking feature of the room. The 
chairman’s room is panelled in Austra- 
lian walnut and has furniture of the 
same material, the chairs and desks 
being covered with jade green morocco. 

With the exception of the Clerk to 
the Council’s room, all other rooms 
are simply finished with plastered 


_ walls; but the rooms of the principal 


officers have floors of compressed cork 
tile, with a margin of a darker colour, 
loose carpets and specially designed 
furniture in Japanese oak. addition 
to the chiefs’ rooms, all the corridors 
are covered with cork tiling, and the 
general offices in heaviest quality 
battleship linoleum. The floor of the 
entrance hall is laid to a special design 
in two colours of terrazzo, and the two 
staircases are similarly finished. 

The main. entrance doors, ag.well as 
those to the secondary entrances, are 
made of teak; as also are the internal 
swing doors in the corridors. The office 
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doors, however, are built up on a solid 
core of cork 14 in, .thick, finished both 
sides in ply and hardwood veneers— 
teak on the ground floor and Austra- 
lian walnut on the first floor. The 
building is fitted throughout with 
electric clocks, with a master clock in 
the inquiry office, which ensures that 
even should the current fail for a con- 
siderable time, the system will not 
break down. The turret clock is also 
a pert of this system. 


The heating of the building is by a 
low-pressure hot water system with 
accelerated circulation, the water being 
warmed by means of an anthracite 
boiler, gravity fed with anthracite from 
a magazine which only requires re- 
plenishing morning and evening. The 
whole of the hot water is softened by 
a small water-softening plant in the 
caretaker's flat.

{HE principal entrance to the 
public hall is from Seymour-place, 
and the main entrance to the public 
baths (with ticket office and towel 
hoist) is from  Bryanston-place, 
a spacious entrance hall being pro- 
vided in each case. 


The Large Swimming Bath. 


The large swimming bath has a 
water area of 132 ft. by 42 ft., with 
diving pool; wide bathers’ promen- 
ades surround the pond, and ser- 
vice counters, planned for the 
service of light refreshments, are 
provided for the use of the bathers. 

Large dressing-rooms are planned 
right and left of the baths entrance 
hall, each containing dressing 
boxes and lockers for the use of 
men and women respectively, and 
access to the swimming bath is 
through cleansing rooms for either 
sex, fitted with soap baths and 
showers, and members of the public 
other than bathers are not to be 
allowed to use the swimming bath 
surround. The bathers’ access to 
the small swimming bath, 100 ft. 
by 30 ft., from the adjoining dress- 
ing-rooms, is also through cleansing 
rooms, and a communal changing: 
room for the use of children is also 
provided. 

The large swimming bath has 
been planned with a view to its 
conversion into a public hall during 
the winter months, with the neces- 
sary exits to three streets as re- 
quired by the London County 


Council, and there would be seating 
accommodation for about 1,400 
people facing the stage (36 ft. by 
16 ft.). 

In connetétion with the public 
hall, provision is made for adapting 
this for private cinema purposes. 
accommodation being provided 


above the light refreshments room: 


in the first floor for projection and 
rewinding rooms, ete. 


The Public Wash-house, 


The entrance to the public wash- 
house department is from 
Shouldham-street, and the sloping 
way leads to the entrance hall and 
ticket office, pram store, waiting- 
rooms, lavatories, etc. The public 
wash-house contains 25 washing 
troughs, 8 washing machines and 
sinks, 50 drying horses and 6 hydro- 
extractors. The mangling and 
ironing-room contains mangles, 
ironing tables and electric irons. 

Ample _ staircases connect the 
clearance corridors and _ provide 
access. to the public gallery 
planned on either side of the first- 
class swimming bath, and contain- 
ing seating for approximately 450 
persons. At one end of the swim- 
ming. bath is situated a large room 
for the service of light refreshments 
for visitors who wish to watch the 
bathing, with a service room adjoin- 
ing, and at the opposite end of the 
swimming bath. is planned a 


restaurant also having a view of : 


the first-class bath, with service 


room communicating with the 
kitchen in the basement. 

A centrally placed waiting-room 
for men and women directly acces- 
sible from the baths’ entrance hall 
serves 50 slipper baths. 


Superintendent’s Quarters. 


The baths superintendent’s quar- 
ters, consisting of two living-rooms, 
three bedrooms, bathroom, kitchen 
and offices, are planned on the 
Shouldham-street front, being 
reached by a private staircase, and 
also being easily accessible frqm all 
parts of the building. 

The ‘lower hall, accessible from 
the Seymour-place entrance, pro- 
vides circulation to the cloak-rooms, - 
etc., which will be in use when the 
public hall is in use. A large 
kitchen, service-rooms, scullery and 
store rooms are also provided for 
use for banquets. 

The establishment laundry ad- 
joins the heating chamber and the 
towel store in the basement, and a 
system of hoists and chutes for 
towels is planned between this floor 
and the two floors above. Pro- 
vision is made for filtration plant, 
and the heating and _ hot-water 
supply are electric on the thermal 
storage system. This has been de- 
signed by the Borough Electrical 
Engineer, Mr. C. H. Smythe, 
M.I.E.E., M.I.Mech.E. 


Club Amenities, 


Two.club-rooms, staff mess rooms, 
superintendent’s office and matron’s

Tus house, on a hill-top with wide views across the 
Channel, is built of local brick covered with white 
cement’ roughcast, and is roofed in- graduated green 
slates.

Windows 
and outside doors, gutters and. rainwater pipes are 
all of teak. The principal rooms and the hall and 
staircase are panelled in English oak inlaid with 
flush strips of end grain teak. The dome over the 
_stairs has a wind indicator underneath which is 
worked by gearing from a weather vane on the roof. 
The stair treads are lighted by lamps concealed in 
the newels. The garden walls are of Blue Pennant 
stone. The contractors were Messrs. Grace and Marsh, 
of Croydon.

Tue Stenebridge Estate is situated 
in the north of the Borough of Shore- 
ditch, and originally comprised 143 
properties on 3.51 acres belonging to 
the Council, Am enlargement of the 
original scheme will bring. the . total 
acreage to 6.47. Hillcot. House,. the 
largest block of flats on the estate, is 
believed to be one of the largest single 
blocks of flats built by any, municipal 
authority in London. The flat roof, 
with its three covered shelters, forms 
an admirable playground. 


Hillcot House stands on the site of 
30 old cottages, and the area of. land 
developed approximates 32,000 feet 
super. The accommodation. is as 
follows : 10 2-room flats accommodating 
30 persons; 40 3-room flats. accom- 
modating 200 persons; and 20 4-room 
flats accommodating 150. persons—a 
total of 70 flats accommodating 380 
persons. The flats each possess a pri- 
vate sun balcony approached: from the 
living-room. :The kitchens are planned 


‘ as labour-saving units, and*every flat 


has its own: independent hot water sys- 
tem.. The, bathrooms have: the addition 
of a lavatory basin ‘and “are -kept 
separate from tHe w.c.s, The: tenants 
had the choice of gas or electricity for 
heating and cooking, and also sélected 
their own colours for décoration, . The 
flooring is of hollow-tile construction 
and consequently as sound-resisting as 
modern construction allows. The con- 
tract .was entrusted to Messrs, M. J. 
Gleeson, Ltd., of London-road, North 
Cheam, Surrey, the total cost. being 
approximately £34,750, and among the 
sub-contractors were: Patent Victoria 
Stone, staircases; Basildon Brick Co., 
facings; Davis Bennett, plumbmg and 
heating ; Crittall, windows; British Art 
Tile Co., staircase tiling; W. J. 
Wheeler. plastering; Frazzi, Ltd., 
floors; and Sharp Bros, and Knight, 
joinery.

Tuts house, ‘‘ Elms Drive,’’ near 
Daresbury, Cheshire, was built for 
Mr. F. B. Greenwood, and was com- 
pleted shortly before Christmas, at 
a cost of Is. 2d. per cub. ft. It is 
built in common brick with 11-in. 
cavity walls and slate damp-proof 
course, 


The outside rendering is in 
Leighton Buzzard sand and “ Atlas 
White ” three-to-one mix with 3-in. 
finish, with float-swept finish. The 
general tone is light cream. There 
is exposed brickwork in plinth and 
chimney-tops of Buckley Junction 
23-in. *‘ Jacobean ” millstone grey 
facings, flat pointed, finished with 
heading course, 

The roof has a pitch of 52 deg., 
and is finished with Cumberland 
green slates with double courses to 
eaves, verged with slate undercloak 
bedded in cement compo. There 
are specially made ridge tiles in 
green cement, 


The windows are standard metal 
sashes, opening out. Central heat- 
ing is by ‘“‘ Neo-classic ’”’ boiler in 
heating chamber off kitchen. This 
operates a low-pressure system to 
radiators in dining-room, kitchen, 
maid’s room, hall, boudoir and 
bathroom, also forcing-frame out- 
side, 

The flooring to ‘lounge; ~dining- 
room and hall is in }-in. t. and g. 
oak in 2}-in. widths, secret-nailed, 
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laid over felt on #-in. softwood 
under floor. There is an open ceil- 
ing to lounge with 7 in. by 5 in. oak 
beams, * adze-dressed and stop- 
chamfered. There are 4 in. by 3 in. 
oak joists, and the flooring is laid 
over “Insulwood” board, treated 
on the ceiling face with ‘* Stic B.”’ 
All internal plastering is finished 
with wood-float to sand grain finish. 
_ All doors to hall are flush with 
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THE ENTRANCE FRONT, 


grip handles; those to lounge and 
dining-room have oak face to rooms. 

There is a “ Minster” artificial 
stone mantel to lounge. The 
dining-room has electric fire let 
info wall, and there are flush-type 
fixed wardrobes in all bedrooms, 
and box cornices over all windows. 

The staircase has .a_ closed 
baluster and spandrils in natural 
oak panelling, and the maid’s room

is provided with combination bath 
and wash-basin, the bath having 
a hinged cover to provide a dress- 
ing-table. 

The kitchen has an “ Aga” and 
also electric cookers. There is a 
dresser with cupboards having 
glazed sliding doors on either side 
of the servery hatch. 

The bathroom has a built-in bath 
with tiled splash panel. The linen 
cupboard has open shelving, and 
the floor is covered-with rubber. The 
first-floor rooms have broken ceil- 
ings of minimum height: 6 ft. 
Mouldings throughout are ex- 
tremely simple, based on triple 
rebate motif. Plaster cornices 
repeat skirtings in reverse. The 
semi-circular arch is repeated 
throughout the house, as_ at 
entrance doorway, between inter- 
communicating rooms, on landings 
and elsewhere. The electric instal- 
lation is on the ‘‘ Wylex”’ all-in 
system of plugs and_ sockets 
throughout. 

The builder was Mr. Frank Berry, 
of Warrington. 

The house was designed to fit 
appropriately into the rural sur- 
roundings of a delightful part of 
Cheshire. The site, an acre in 
extent, is on the old Roman road 
a few miles south of Warrington.

Annual Meeting.

Outgoing President’s Address. 

The retiring President, Mr. E,. Kemeys- 
Jenkin, F,R.I.B.A., in his outgoing address, 
referred to important changes to be made this 
year in the constitution and composition of 
the R.I.B.A. Council, Standing Committees, 
Executive Committee, and the Allied Socie- 
ties’ Conference, which, he said, would make 
these bodies more efficient instruments for the 
work which they had to perform, and would 
also give the provincial representatives on the 
Council more power in the working of the 
Institute than they had under the existing 
system. 3 

With the trend of legislation affecting plan- 
ning and building as shown by the setting up 
of county and town regional planning com- 
mittees, and with the activities of wehhars 
bodies like the Council for the Preservation 
of Rural England, the architect, continued the 
speaker, was fast following the medical man 
into the sphere of voluntary public usefulness, 
and he did not think that.the public, gene- 
rally, appreciated the great amount ‘of volun- 
tary work which architects were doing for the 
good of the community. He would give one 
example: Under the Devon Regional Town 
and Country Planning Committee, this Society 
had set up two panels of architects, one for 
South Devon and one for East Devon. Those 
panels had doubtful plans submitted to them 
by local authorities for approval and advice. 


‘*To give you an idea of the amount of volun-’ 


tary work this scheme involves,’’ declared the 


speaker, ‘“‘ you must know that during the 


last nine months the panels have met once a 
week or. once.a fortnight, and examined and 
reported om no fewer than 250 set§ of draw- 
ings. The remaining areas of Devon are now 
coming into the scheme, and this will mean, of 


course, more Regional Planning Committees, 


with the necessary additional panels of our 
members, and an enormous increase in the 
amount of voluntary work. This Society also 
has offered its services in an advisory capacity 


to the recently formed Devonshire Playing: 


Fields Association, a branch of the National 
Playing Fields Association. which is working 
in conjunction with the King George the Fifth 
Memorial Fund Committee, to provide playing 
fields in town and country districts. 

‘*It might be thought by many that it is 
not altogether to our advantage as architects 
to take on so much voluntary work, but the 
policy of the R.I.B.A. is to ‘help wherever 
possible any cause for the good of the com- 
munity, and also for our own satisfaction in 
seeing that areas are planned properly and. 
decent dwellings erected instead of the mon- 
strosities now in view along the countryside. 
You have all noticed that this is a period of 
town hall and civic building. . Fine buildings 
of this character have been erected at South. 
ampton, Cardiff, Birmingham, York, Bury, 
Swansea, Gosport, Swindon, omford; and a 
score of other places, and now at last our own 
city of Exeter. Many people deprecate expen- 
diture on these municipal enterprises, but is 
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it fair for one generation to pauperise coming 
generations in régard to beautiful buildings? 
One must remember, too, that the cost of 
these buildings, by a system of Government 
loans, is shared to a large extent by the com- 
ing generations. We look back rightly to the 
past for beauty. and inspiration, and our 
greatest civic pride is in our old cathedrals, 
churches and guildhalls. It is just and equit- 
able that this generation should take its share 
in providing buildings of architectural metit 
and continuing the tradition for the benefit 
of posterity.”’ 


Exeter’s Civic Centre. 

With regard to Exeter, the capital city of 
Devon, continued the speaker, for many 
generations this fine building tradition had 
been moribund, but at last the City Council 
had embarked on a civic enterprise that. would 
be, he hoped, a source of pride and inspiration 
to those who came after us. The members of 
the Society had every confidence in the 
eminent architects who had been selected to 
execute this important work, but many would 
have preferred an open competition. There 
were many great architects of West Country 
birth or family who would have been delighted 
to compete for this work in the old city, and 
it was quite possible one of them would have 
won the right to design and complete the 
civic buildings. One remembered the enhanced 
pride taken by Devonians all over the world 
in the war memorial in Northernhay when it 
was known that a Devon man had designed it, 
and one could easily imagine that that. feelin 
would be intensified in the case of a city hail 
and centre. 

‘* When mentioning civic matters,”’ said the 
speaker, ‘“‘I cannot help thinking that archi- 
tects, generally, are not taking sufficient inter- 
est in local government. Doctors, solicitors 
and commercial men are well represented on 
local authorities. When one thinks of the 
many thousands of pounds spent annually in 
Devon and Cornwall on constructional work 
and town and country planning, it is rather 
disturbing to find that out of 112 members 
of the Devon County Council only one of them 
is an architect, that Exeter City Council has 
two, and Plymouth, I believe, not one. I 
appeal to members of this Society to take up 
public work and to show an active interest in 
the architectural and constructional schemes 
which are now being onre all over our 
two counties. Architects.in local government 
bodies could influence: the various education 
committees in architecture as a subject for 
instruction. The Duke of Kent, speaking at 
the dinner of the Society for the Protection of 
Ancient Buildings, mentioned that in most 
schools some instruction is given in music and 
in art in its broader and more accepted form, 
but seldom in the elementary principles of 
architecture, and of architectural criticism and 
appreciation. The Duke said that to add this 
to the national educational syllabus. would be 
by no means an insuperable task. I commend 
this suggestion to all local authorities.”’ 


A Cornish Branch. 

In conclusion, Mr. Kemeys-Jenkin said that 
the added interest being shown ‘by Cornish 
members in the work of the Society was much 
appreciated. Many of them attended the 
annual dinner, and he hoped that that interest 
foreshadowed the formation of a Cornish 
branch of the Society. If a determined effort 
was made to get Cornish architects to join the 
Society, the formation of the new branch must 
come up for consideration by the Council in 
the near future. . 


ESSEX, CAMBS AND HERTS SOCIETY OF 
ARCHITECTS. 


‘* Easements of Light.” 

An informal talk on Easements of Light and 
on Modern: Methods of Measuring Daylight 
and of Assessing Compensation, was given by 
Mr. John Swanrbrick, F.R.I.B.A., at the 
Tindal Café, Chelmsford, to the members of 
the Essex, Cambridge and Hertfordshire 
Society of Architeats. The-chair was taken 
by. Mr. Hugo R. Bird, F.R.I.B.A. The lec- 
ture was illustrated by lantern slides. 

Mr. Swarbrick gave some particulars of the 
importance attached to light in ancient times, 
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and of, the ancient Roman Law of Light. An 
inscription relating to compensation paid in 
seg} = ~ hight, — B.c., found Bog 
the Temple pollo at Pompeii, was illus- 
trated, and the lecturer described the zeal 
with which the Emperor Theophilus insisted 
upon light being preserved in a.p. 830 The 
drastic method of remedying infringements of 
light, by: pulling down structures in England 
in the seventeenth century, was also men- 
tioned. This arbitrary method of preserving 
light, he said, was followed by the Prescrip- 
tion Act and the granting of injunctions, 
whereby the erection of new buildings 
might be restrained. The granting of Man- 
datory Orders was also alluded to. Some 
of the chief points in the Colls case were 
briefly summarised, and reference was made 
to the so-called ‘‘ 45-degree rule,’’ to which 
Vice-Chancellor Stewart at one time attached 
so much importance. The lecturer expressed 
the view that the judgment in the Fishenden 
case, which went to the Court of Appeal last 
year, would, in all probability, convince prac- 
titioners that the only satisfactory criterion 
that could be adopted, in determining what 
was an actionable infringement, was that pro- 
vided by contoured daylight plans. Modern 
methods of measuring daylight were referred 
to, and technical rations were described. 
Attention was called t to the error of assuming 
that the average sky brightness of 500 foot- 
candles, adopted in connection with right of 
light cases in this country, was one that could 
be used in dealing with right of light cases in 
all parts of the world. The lecturer explained 
that this could not be the case, as average sky 
brightness obviously depended upon the alti- 
tude of the sun, and he added that, when he 

ave evidence -in a right of light case at 
Gibraltar in 1935, he assumed that the average 
sky brightness there, during late autumn, 
winter and early spring, should be taken as 
1,500 foot-candles, or three times as much 
as in England. 

The photo-theodolite, invented and patented 
by the lecturer, was exhibited, and its many 
uses explained. Finally, the extent to which 
joss of light affected the rental and capital 
values of property was discussed, and refer- 
ence was made to a series of cases in which 
interesting points had arisen, including one 
in which building owners undertook to pay 
several thousands of pounds compensation, 
without troubling, in the first instance, to in- 
quire whether the windows, in respect of which 
the claim had been made, were ancient lights 
or not. As a matter of fact, they were not 
ancient lights until after the discussion regard- 
ing compensation had been concluded. 

A vote of thanks to the lecturer was moved 
by Mr. Archer, and seconded by Mr. F. W. 
Chancellor. A general discussion followed. 


The Annual Meeting. : 

At the annual general meeting of this 
Society, held recently at Cambridgeshire 
House, it was cegelial that the membership 
had increased to a total of 62. The library

BIRMINGHAM AND FIVE COUNTIES A.A. 


Annual Dinner. . 

Speaking at the annual dinner of this 
Association held in Birmingham recently, 
the Lord Mayor said that he had 
heard before that the centre of the 
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city was more or less like the maze at 
Hampton Court, but what would have 
happened if the City Council and its 
ofhcials had done nothing to deal with 
trailic problems? By now it would have 


been complete chaos. In the city a great 
deal of remodelling of buildings was 
going on, and for the next generation he 
supposed it would go on. That work 
would be carried out by architects. The 
City Council could do little more than 
pass plans and so forth, but never was 
there a time when the disposition on the 
part of the local authorities to beautify 
the city was more real or genuine. 

Mr, Percy Thomas, P.R.I.B.A., who re- 
sponded to the toast of the R.I.B.A. and the 


Allied Societies, said that he represented a 


membership of more than 19,000. The import- 
ance of the service that architects could 
render could not be overstated. It appeared 
that they were on the eve of considerable 
changes—the redistribution of important in- 
dustrial activities and the rehousing of great 
numbers of people. In that work architects 
could play a great part. The Institute, he 
said, put service to the community before 
service to its members. Many bodies applied 
for its help and guidance. exhibition of 
airports promoted by the Institute had at- 
tracted much attention. That exhibition 
would be seen in most of the great provincia] 
centres. Airports must in future come more 
and more before the public, and it was 
important that the public should realise that 
here was a great work for the profession. 
Aerodromes were being built in the country- 
side, and it was the duty of architects to see 
that they were put down without. destroy- 
ing the beauty of the countryside. The 
R.I.B.A., he continued, had done much to 
develop the competition system “aa ge archi- 
tects, and in that Birmingham had played a 
very important part. There had been com- 
petitions for the erection of the Municipal 
Bank, municipal buildings, and for the Hos- 
pitals Centre, and one was at present being 
carried out for the erection of a technical 
instjtute. By that means Birmingham would 
possess a group of great modern buildings 
that would equal those of any city in the 
country. While he congratulated Birming- 
ham upon its enterprise in that direction, he 
hoped it would erect buildings that would be 
architecturally beautiful and worthy of the 
city. In many towns in recent years there 
had been too great a desire to put up build- 
ings for the least possible cost to serve the 
purpose. Without being unduly extravagant, 
fine architectural monuments could be put up 
and be useful buildings. If the great muni- 
cipalities did not do that work, he did not 
know by whom it would be done. 


LIVERPOOL ARCHITECTURAL SOCIETY. 
The Annual Dinner. 

The suggestion that this country might 
borrow some ideas on planning from the 
dictators of Europe was made by Mr. B. M. 
Ward, president of the Liverpool Architec- 
tural Society, at the Society’s annual dinner 
in the Adelphi Hotel, Liverpool. These 
signs, said the President, showed that. 
slowly but surely, the outlook on national 
life was changing, and they justified the hope 
that we would live to see the dawn of a 
planned England—an England of orderly 
cities and of a countryside that was really 
preserved. The cost was going to be 
enormous, because we had left matters rather 
late, but he believed that, like all good plan- 
ning, the imminent developments would pay 
for themselves through their efficiency. 

Proposing ‘‘ The Liverpool Society,’’ Mr. 
Percy Thomas, P.R.I.B.A., said that we were 
at the beginning of an era of great national 
planning ; of industrfal redistribution; and, to 
a very large extent, of the rebuilding of many 
cities and towns. He did not think that these 
things were as far off as many people 
imagined, and, as indications of progress in 
this direction, he instanced the development 
of the trunk road system, which, he con- 
sidered would inevitably become a national 
scheme ; and the development of great trading 
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estates, of which there’were at present two in 
course of construction in the count 
Because architects were better qualified for 
that sort of work than any other people 
they should lose no chance of drawing the 
attention of the public to their services. 

*‘So many people think of us simply as 
individuals who draw plans for buildings,” he 
declared, ‘‘ ‘but I ‘believe that in recent years 
the profession has taken a very much wider 
view of its duties than that. I believe that 
we have a great deal to contribute to the 
whole of the national life of the country, and 
I appeal to local authorities to make greater 
use of the voluntary services that the archi. 
tectural societies are prepared to give them 
The time will come, I ‘am convinced, when 
every city will have not only a’ live civic 
society, but also an advisory committee. We 
look to Liverpool to be a pioneer in architec. 
tural matters.” j 


Need of Uniformity. - 

In reply, Mr. B. M. Ward emphasised the 
necessity of uniformity in the profession, and 
referred to the desirability of the principle 
of Registration. It was necessary, he 
said, that the public should recognise that 
the Society “spoke altogether and repre- 
sented the whole of the profession.” But 
before that recognition could come ‘it was 
essential that architects should take-up ‘the 
challenge and do all that was possible to 
educate the people to a deeper and: more 
discerning interest in good architecture. They 
must try to show, the community that plan- 
ning was absolutely essential, that it was 
coming in any case and must be done by the 
right people, 

“‘ This little island cannot go on, as it has 
always done, ‘blundering along in a haphazard 
way,’ he continued. ‘‘ I hope we will always 
be a democracy. but we have certainly some- 
thing to learn from the dictators of Europe 
in regard to planning. We should study what 
they do, and take the good out of it.’ 

Councillor P. H. Lawson, - Sheriff of 
Chester, who proposed ‘‘ The City of Liver- 
pool,’’ said that no body of people took a 
greater interest in the progress and prosperity 
of the city than the architects. They were at 
all times ready to lay their services at. the 
disposal of the city. To-day, unfortunately, 
the private patron did not loom so large 
as he did in the past, and it was to the 
municipalities that architects must look in 
future for their encouragement. In that 
respect Liverpool had set a brilliant example. 

On behalf of the Society, Mr. Ward pre- 
sented to Mr. C. A. R. Swan, who has 
retired from the position of Building Surveyor 
of Liverpool, an illuminated address prepared 
by Mr. Carter Preston.

INSTITUTION OF STRUCTURAL ENGINEERS 
ANNUAL DINNER 


Tue annual dinner of the Institution of 
Structural Engineers was held at _ the 
Dorchester Hotel, Park-lane, W., on _Tues- 
day evening. Besides presidents of kindred 
institutions and many persons of eminence in 
the engineering world, there were also present 
representatives of the fighting forces, the 
Belgian Ambassador and the Mayor and 
Mayoress of Westminster. The Rt. Hon. A. 
Duff Cooper (Secretary of State. for War) 
was to have been present and to propose a 
toast. His Parliamentary duties making this 
impossible, he sent a letter of apology and 
was represented by one of his Under-Secre- 
taries, Lord Strathcona and Mountroyal. The 
President of the Institution, Lt.-Col. C. H. 
Fox, 0.B.E., et¢., was in the chair. 


Rearmament and the Structural Engineer. 


The loyal toasts having ‘been duly 
honoured, Lord Strathcona proposed the toast 
of the Institution of Structural Engineers. 
In doing so he said that modern building 
materials, especially concrete and steel, were 
the media in which the science of structural 
engineering was expressed, and the structural 
engineer was playing an important and ever- 
increasing part in the employment of these 
materials. The vast amount of building work 
now being envisaged could not be brought to 
a successful and economic termination with- 
out the services of structural engineers. He 
would not attempt to run through a list of the 
institutions which relied almost entirely on 
the skill of the structural engineer, but, 
speaking as a member of the Army Council, 
and taking the place of the Secretary of State 
for War, he would: say that in the War Office 
they knew how vital had been the services 
rendered in the past few months, and indeed 
years. The War Office, as it was to-day, with 
a vast programme that must be carried out 
rapidly, efficiently, economically and with 
some prospect of its lasting for a good many 
years, relied upon structural engineers for 
advice and help, and this was given in the 
most splendid way. Structural engineering 
was essential in connection with the improve- 
ment of the living conditions of the men in 


the Services and, as all knew, the Govern- 


ment was now doing its best to provide better 
barracks and better conditions for the private 
soldier. It was high time we did. For that 
purpose reinforced concrete would be neces- 
sary, and he was told there were places in 
which reinforced concrete was not only going 
to provide the barracks for the soldier, but 
also the parade ground. Structural engineers 
would also play a very great part in home 
defence by designing and constructing anti- 
aircraft concrete gun emplacements. Beyond 
this, while it was financially prohibitive to 
render buildings immune against direct hits 
of heavy armour-piercing bombs, they could 
be strengthened and made proof against bomb 
splinters and incendiary bombs. For instance, 
the new Westminster Honital was to have a 
nine-inch reinforced concrete roof as a pro- 
tection against incendiary bombs. Here also 
the assistance of the members of the institu- 
tion would ‘be of value. He would take that 
opportunity of thanking those who, in one 
way or another, had helped the defence pro- 
gramme of Crown, Country and Empire. But 
for the assistance of employers we should not 
have seen the great rise in the recruiting 
figure of the past year. He hoped that in 
the coming financial year they would be pre- 
pared to play up and pay up. It might be of 
7. fae if he stated that the War Office had 
en a gentleman who had until recently 
fen a member of the Institution’s Council 
as _the building member of the Joint Com- 
mittee of the British and Egyptian Govern- 
ments for the construction of the cantonments 
co the Suez Canal in connection with the 
: glo-Egyptian treaty. He thanked 
Structural engineers for the help they had 
given, and while doing that he would add 
*hat the people of this country were united in 


one single unity to make certain that what- 
ever forces we had in this country should be 
used in the interests of peace. 


The Chairman, responding to the toast, said 
he had little thought in 1914, when under- 
going tortures as a very young subaltern at 
the School of Military Engineering at 
Chatham, that he would one day welcome the 
Under Secretary of State for War at a func- 
tion of that kind. It was a matter of personal 
pleasure that so many heads of kindred insti- 
tutions were present. To the representatives 
of Government Departments and public 
authorities present he would say that struc- 
tural engineers were pleased to have been of 
service in many ways. At present the Insti- 
tution was represented on the following 
bodies, among others : The Ministry of Health 
Advisory Committee with regard to the Public 
Health Act, 1936, and the Committee dealing 
with rehousing in connection with slum clear- 
ance. The Institution was also represented 
on the Home Office Air Raid Precautions 
Department. . Along with the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, the R.I.B.A. and the Char- 
tered Surveyors’ Institution, it was actively 
engaged in conferring with the L.C.C. regard- 
ing new by-laws under the London Building 
Act; 1935. In this matter satisfactory pro- 
gress was being made, due to the assistance 
of the four institutions and the accommo- 
dating attitude of the L.C.C. Building Regula- 
tions Committee, whose chairman (Mr. Berry) 
was present at that dinner. In the gradual 
improvement of the roads of the country the 
members of that Institution could do much, 
and to Government Departments concerned 
with the mighty task of rearmament struc- 
tural engineers would be of service in the 
construction of new factories, barracks, aero- 
dromes and defensive works such as bomb- and 
gas-proof shelters, anti-aircraft gun emplace- 
ments, etc. But in this connection the organi- 
sation of an ample supply of building mate- 
rials, particularly steel, was a matter that 
needed serious consideration. The supply of 
skilled labour also was not unlimited. Might 
it not be wise for some of the larger public 
authorities to hold over less urgent . work 
already contemplated until the defence work 
was out of the way? If the guests would for- 
give his referring to a domestic matter he 
would take that opportunity of reminding 
members of the recently inaugurated Benevo- 
lent Fund. 


Professor C. E. Inglis, 0.B.E., etc., pro- 
posed the health of the guests in felicitous 
terms. Continuing, he said there had been 
some correspondence in the newspapers on 
the subject of the intelligence of military 
people. He could speak with authority with 
regard to young Royal Engineers, because 
nearly forty of them each year passed through 
his hands whilst doing a two years’ course of 
engineering at Cambridge. If the supply of 
engineering talent they represented could be 
diverted into civil employment it would in 
due course enhance the prestige and exalt 
the standard of British engineering. But it 
was unfortunate that these young men did not 
get engineering experience commensurate 
with their ability ; it could not be too strongly 
emphasised that the education of an engineer 
did not end with student days. 


Lt.-Col. Sir Arnold Wilson, K.C.I.E., etc., 
who replied to the toast, said were he to speak 
on behalf of the Belgian Ambassador he would 
say that before long it would be possible for 
this country to obtain considerable additional 
supplies of steel. Belgium happened to be one 
of the few countries that we had never 
actually fought. There was unity to-day in 
this country from top to bottom and in every 
walk of life. Let us treasure it above all 
things. We had to give encouragement to 
the young workmen, who were the backbone 
alike of the Territorials and the Regular

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BOOK REVIEW. 


London: the Unique City. By Srzen Emer 
Rasmussen. With an Introduction by 
James Bone. London: Jonathan Cape. 
Price. 15s. net. 


To see ourselves as others see us is not 
always. an enjoyable experience; but most 
Londoners will find pleasure in seeing them- 
selves and their city as Mr. Steen EHiler Ras- 
mussen sees them in his book, ‘‘ London : the 
Unique City.” Mr. Rasmussen is’a Danish 
architect and town planner, who first pub- 
lished his book two years ago in Copenhagen 
‘“*to show his compatriots that they had a 
great deal to learn from that form of civilisa- 
tion in which London has taken the lead.” 
Later, it is stated, he felt that it was of 
even more importance to tell the English 
something about their own civilisation, ‘* that 
civilisation which we admire and imitate as 
best we can.’’ We are delighted that he has 
done so. In the space of some four hundred 
edd pages the author gives a connected sur- 
vey of the history of London from the time 
of the Roman occupation to the present day. 
The work is no mere compilation but an 
original, informative, thoughtful, constructive 
and withal entertainingly written account of 
London’s development and the activities of 
its citizens—business and recreational—by a 
particularly keen and well-informed observer. 

The main theme of the book is that the 


‘* scattered’? type of city (the English) is a . 


better form of development than the concen- 
trated (the Continental), and the author 
brings forward a great deal of evidence to 
support his case. At this time of day, how- 
ever, it is difficult for the Englishman, who 
has always been taught to regard his capital 
city as a sprawling chaos, to come round to 
the view that it is really an enlightened form 
of development. The fact is, of course, that 
the scattered form is preferable if it is pro- 
perly planned in relation to industry; only 
when it is allowed to spread indefinitely with- 
out control does it become a menace. It is 
difficult to experience any pleasure at the 
thought of a city covering an area of 2,000 
square miles in which it is hard to find evi- 
dence of controlled planning. The dangers 
and drawbacks of a constantly expanding 
London were foreseen forty years ago by 
Ebenezer Howard, and the transport chaos 
that we see to-day could have been avoided 
if his idea of the satellite town had been 
properly and fully developed. 

Mr. Rasmussen has looked at London with 
the eye of the cultivated artist and has dis- 
covered and put on record many of our best 
things, He is obviously captivated by our 
domestic architecture of the seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries—the London squares, the 
older parks, the fine open spaces such as 
Hampstead Heath, even the stucco fagades 
of John Nash. Of all these things and many 
others he writes entertainingly and well. He 
has many complimentary things to say of 
our experiments at Letchworth, Hampstead 
and Welwyn, and he greatly admires the 
*‘Underground.”’ He ends, however, on a 
note of warning, urging us to cease from 
‘‘ replacing poor little houses with big blocks 
of flats... . London will continue to be a 
town of one-family houses, and it is tragic to 
see the encrmous sums of money spent in this 
way and employed to.a wrong purpose, for 
instead of planning the moving out of fac- 
tories, business premises and private houses 
in connection with each other, living houses 
are being built with a quite un-English 
standard and according to types which are 
everywhere else recognised as inadequate.”’ 


Mr. Rasmussen has written what may with- 
out exaggeration be described as a unique 
book on London, showing the Londoner his 
own city as he has probably never seen it 
before, revealing in its commonplace features 
hitherto unsuspected beauties, and observing 
peculiarities that the Londoner passes by un- 
noticed. We must confess, for example, that 
we had never noticed that ‘‘‘ bricklayers in 
London... work in ‘old patent leather

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SAPWOOD versus HEARTWOOD 


By H. E. DESCH, P.A:S.1., B.Sc., M.A. 


Tue average timber specification in 
building contracts makes special refer- 
ence to sapwood: “only a moderate 
amount of clear bright sap will be 
allowed ” or “ timber to be free of sap 7 
are typical clauses. Inspection of build- 
ing work in progress discloses, however, 
that the requirements laiddown are none 
too closely followed. The writer has seen 
a case where the flooring joists were 
mainly all sap. Moreover, a walk round 
the docks and timber merchants’ or 
builders’ yards will reveal that a very 
considerable amount of sapwood is 
present in softwood timbers, particularly 
in the carcassing grades, but also in 
joinery timber. Certainly it would have 
to be a generous specification, or the 
none-too-rigid application of a typical 
specification, which allowed much of the 
timber to be seen in such places to come 
on to a job. 

It is obviously unsatisfactory to have 
a specification and not to follow it: this 
is equally in the interest of the client, 
who conceivably may be paying more for 
timber “free of sap,” as it 1s in the 
interest of the contractor, who may 
suddenly be called upon to replace work 
on the grounds that it is not up to 
specification. On the other hand, there 
is no doubt that many of the specifica- 
tions are incapable of being fulfilled. This 
must be appreciated by contractors, who 
supply the next best thing, which, in 
their opinion, is capable of giving a first- 
class job, and can only hope that it will 
be accepted. For example, an instance 
occurred where sapwood was knowingly 
supplied contrary to the contract, but 
was accepted in ignorance by the clerk 
of works. Instructions were given that 
painting was to be delayed until the 
order was given—the idea being that if 
the timber were thoroughly dry before 
it was painted it would be entirely satis- 
factory. The instructions were not 
carried out, painting being done before 
the timber had dried: out properly, with 
the result ‘“‘ blue stain” developed and 
showed through the paint, disclosing sap- 
wood to an astonished clerk of works, 
who had not recognised it when it was 
“bright.” It may be argued that the 
contractors were entirely at fault, and 
that they had none but themselves to 
blame when called upon to replace timber 
installed contrary to the specification. 
This may be so in law, but if the timber 
ordered is unobtainable, and that sup- 
plied is capable of standing up to the 
work required of it, are not the client’s 
interests adequately served? In other 
words, is the insistence on the exclusion 
of sapwood in building work necessary? 


Requirements of Timber. 

Let us consider the properties of timber 
as they interest the client. First and 
foremost is price, and although the more 
expensive article may be the cheaper in 
the long run, price is usually the deciding 
factor to-day. Secondly, the timber must 
be durable, so that it will not require 
extensive replacements in a few years. 
Thirdly, it must not “work,” so that 
panels split or pull away .from their 
frames, or swell. and buckle, and doors 
and windows shrink and let in draughts, 
or swell and. jam. ..Fourthly, it must 
“stand up” to ite work, that.is, it-must 
be sufficiently. sttong.to resist. all. : 
likely to be imposed.on it, > 1- 

As a general rule, average-sized com- 
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stresses ~ 


““Moreover, the presence of decay, and: bad 


mercial logs contain about 25 to 30 per 
cent. of sap, so that if this is discarded 
the price will obviously be higher than 
that for timber, which includes some sap. 
Moreover, unless the “‘heart’’ or core 
of the tree is included, only the excep- 
tionally large logs will yield timber of 
good dimensions free from sap. These 
logs, being rarer, command a _ higher 
price than that ruling for average-sized 
material. Admitting that to obtain 
timber free from sap involves the pay- 
ment of a considerably enhanced price, 
is the exclusion of sap worth paying for? 


Durability. 

This brings us to the second point, 
durability, and it must be conceded at 
the outset that, other things being equal, 
heartwood is more durable than sapwood. 
The sapwood is rich in plant food 
material, which is often attractive to 
wood-rotting and sap-stain agencies and 
insects, -or “‘ worm,” but for these agents 
of destruction to attack timber it is not 
sufficient merely that sapwood shall be 
present: it must be in av~reeeptive con- 
dition. Such conditions differ for dif- 
ferent pests. The limiting factor for 
wood-rotting and sap-stain agencies, 
called fungi, is water: the timber must 
contain sufficient moisture to permit 
of fungal growth, and fully seasoned 
timber does not. Seasoning is not.in any 
sense a curing or maturing process, but 
a drying one, and provided timber is 
dried to.a state when it contains less than 
20 per cent. of its dry weight of water it 
is immune to fungal infection, and even 
below 25 per cent. it is in a reasonably 
safe condition. Properly seasoned joinery 
in. a well-ventilated building will con- 
tain between 10 to 15 per cent. of water, 
depending on the season and method of 
heating. Basement and ground-floor 
joists and roofing timbers will contain 
18 to 22 per cent. of water, but if ventila- 
tion is bad, or roofs leak, this figure may 
be exceeded and ‘the danger line 
reached. In effect, then, provided the 
timber is adequately seasoned before 
installation, that the building is properly 
ventilated, and that conditions of good 
ventilation and. freedom from damp are 
maintained subsequently, there is no risk 
of fungal attack whether sapwood is used 
or not. Moreover, the insistence on 
“bright ” sap is not always necessary: 
if the lack of brightness is due to “ blue 
stain,” the timber is in no way harmed 
for building purposes. Blue stain is due 
to a fungus which feeds on the sub- 
stances contained in the cells of wood, and 
not on the wood itself. It is not an 
incipient stage of dry rot or other wood- 
rotting fungi, and research laboratories 
have shown that blue-stain timber is not 
inferior in strength to bright sapwood. 


Destructive Insects. 

Insects, which are responsible for the 
damage known in the trade as “ worm,” 
are of several kinds: some attack green 
timber, others seasoned wood, and some 
only partially or recently seasoned sap- 
wood of certain hardwoods: The first two 
groups.do not affect the case for or against 
the exclusion of sapwood in building 
work. Those that.attack seasoned wood, 
the furniture,-and. death watch beetles, 
onfine their- attention to old wood, ard 
the attack is not limited to the sapwood. 


ventilation, appear to be contributory 
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causes which lead to death-watch beetle 
infestation. The third group, the powder. 
post beetles, are of considerable impor. 
tance, but they attack only the sapwood 
of certain hardwoods, e.., oak, ¢ 
walnut, ash; the heartwood of all timbers 
and the sapwood of softwoods is immune. 
Hence, as far as “ worm” infection jg 
concerned, provided the timber jg 
thoroughly seasoned and free of fungus 
infection, the inclusion of softwood sap- 
wood will not affect durability, but the 
sapwood of several hardwoods should be 
rigidly excluded. 

The third point, the “ working” of 
timber after it is fixed, has nothing to 
do with the presence or absence of sap- 
wood. As timber dries it loses water to 
the atmosphere and shrinks, but when 
dry wood is in contact with damp air it 
absorbs water and swells. This inter. 
change of moisture between wood and air 
occurs whenever one is wetter than the 
other, irrespective of the length of the 
seasoning period, the age of the wood, or 
the time it has been fixed, and is accom. 
panied by shrinkage or swelling. Move. 
ment, or working, can be reduced to a 
minimum by installing wood of the most 
suitable moisture content in the first 
plaee, and protecting it from direct con. 
tact with the air by paints, varnishes, or 
enamel, and not by excluding sapwood. 


Strength Properties. 


The fourth and last point, the strength 
of wood, is not dependent on whether sap- 
wood or heartwood is used. Exhaustive 
tests carried out by timber-testing labora- 
tories have shown that there are no 
practical differences between the strength 
properties of sapwood and heartwood of 
the same species. 

From this analysis of the properties of 
sapwood it is clear that the clauses in 
specifications relative to the exclusion of 
sapwood do not protect the client’s inter- 
ests effectively, while they may impose 
almost impossible conditions on the con- 
tractor. Except for the sapwood of oak 
and other similar timbers, which should 
be rigidly excluded because of their 
liability to powder-post beetle infection, 
the condition of the timber, the position 
where it is to be used, and the proper 
ventilation of buildings are of much 
greater importance than the exclusion of 
sapwood. The danger to guard against 
is dry rot, and other wood-rotting fungi, 
and, although sapwood is more readily 
attacked, if conditions are favourable for 
fungal growth, heartwood is by no means 
immune. With proper seasoning and 
good ventilation the risk attendant on 
using softwood sapwood is negligible; it 
is certainly more important to see that 
good ventilation is maintained. For 
example, it is not unknown for. ground 
line air bricks to be blocked up by flower 
beds, and even for the beds to be raised 
above the damp-proof course, thereby 
nullifying the usefulness of the damp- 
proof course. Neglected pointing is also 
a fruitful cause of damp interiors. As a 
additional precaution, however, sapw 
might be barred where damp conditions 
are likely to arise and go undetected for 
some time. For example, basement of 
ground-floor joists, roofing timbers, 
built-in wall plates,.are much more liabl 
to become damp than first-floor and ceil- 
ing joists. It is,a-goed- practice to dip 
or paint wall plates and the ends of 
joists; beams; and rafters with.a preserv® 
tive before fixing, while-wherever possible 
— wall plates should’ be dispe 
with. - 
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RE-ARMAMENT AND THE 
~ BUILDING INDUSTRY 


We have received the following letter 
on this subject from Mr. A. W. Crampton, 


F.8.1.:— 

Sir,—The Government having decided 
that vastly increased armaments—involv- 
ing drawing to a great extent upon 
materials normally used both for defence 
and trade—must be undertaken for the 
defence of the commonwealth, it appears 
obvious that they must have unfettered 
control of all that they need. The 
supremacy of defence is unchallengeable. 
Nor is it easy for them to adhere to a 
fixed plan. Their policy will obviously 
be dictated by changes in the interna- 
tional situation. Each industry affected 
will have to accommodate itself as well 
as it can to the changed conditions. The 
market quotations will indicate whether 
a given industry can continue profitably 
to carry on its work. As prices increase 
demand automatically falls. 


It would be inexcusable for the 
Government not to profit by the experi- 
ences of the Great War. The crime of 
soaring prices must never be repeated. 
The export of all home-produced materials 
required for defence should be prohibited. 
Not only so, but the claim of such pro- 
ducers that foreign nations are prepared 
to pay soaring prices should be disre- 
garded. Prices of such products should 
be fixed by the State—‘‘ commandeered ” 
was the War-time word. The gain to the 
producers in extra output, the fillip to 
“ marginal ’’ works, is their good from the 
“ill-wind.” The gain to the unemployed 
—both skilled and unskilled—is the 
demand for labour. If the housing pro- 
gramme is staged, contracting and labour 
will be diverted to aerodromes, arms 
factories and defence works. 


_ Really, this defence problem only raises 
in acute form a problem that has been 
with us for some time. I refer to com- 
binations to raise prices of materials or 
to raise profits, or both. It is quite clear 
that the individual or competitive system 
has failed to prevent the raising of prices 
by combination. The latest illustration is 
the case of the Birmingham City Council. 
Their General Purposes Committee report 
that “ it is clear that prices of many com- 
modities used by the Corporation depart- 
ments are, in fact, regulated by associa- 
tions of manufacturers and merchants. In 
many instances competitive tendering no 
longer obtains. . . . Generally the forma- 
tion of a price-regulating association in 
respect of a particular article has been 
followed by an increased: charge for the 
article.” Of course! “ With regard to 
steel it is mentioned that after an inter- 
view with representatives of the British 
Tron and Steel Federation and the 
British Constructional Steelwork Associa- 
tion a price on the basis of nearly £2 
a ton lower than the original quotations 
= been agreed upon for constructional 
steel for a new block of offices on the civic 
centre site.” What further evidence do 
we require? And so the Committee will 
res the Council to suspend for 12 months

THE WORK OF 
COMMUNITY CENTRES 


Spzakine at a conference attended by over 
300 delegates from all parts of the country 
of the New Estates Community Committee 
of the National Council of Sogial Service, 
Professor Ernest Barker, chairman of the 
committee, who presided, said that the 
prospect before them wag that of developing 
a voluntary community on the new estates— 
and if on new. estates, why not elsewhere in 
the older districts where social facilities were 
at present inadequate?—a community which 
should create a social and cultural life for 
itself as, for example, by means of amateur 
musical and dramatic societies, instead. of 
relying solely on the wares of the commercial 
purveyor of amusements. This widening of 
the circle of creative interests constituted a 
new chapter im the history of English cul- 
ture—it was developing a new organ of 
democracy. The community association was 
not a unit of local government and did not 
attempt to replace the local authority. As a 
voluntary representative body, however, it 
could help the local authority by putting 
forward the needs and suggestions of the 
residents in its area. 

Sir Kingsley Wood, who opened the con- 
ference, said that in England and Wales since 
the War some 12,000,000 persons, equal to 
30 per cent. of the population, had moved 
into new houses. Removals om so large a 
scale involving so high a proparnes of the 
population had never taken place before in 
the whole course of our history. They were | 
not ordinary removals from one house to 
another in an established community. They 
were mostly removals to new estates and sites 
which had not been previously developed. 
This raised many new problems. In many 
cases the tenants had either to join a central 
community of which their new homes were 
the fringe or join in creating a new com- 
munity for themselves. The outstanding 
feature of post-War development had been 
the creation of large new estates, containing 
anything from hundreds to mamy thousands 
of new houses. In most cases the tenants 
had to make new friends, find fresh hobbies 
and amusements, and create for themselves a 
new social background and tradition. 

The ultimate aim of good housing, as of all 
other social services, was the establishment 
of a full and happy life. The provision of 
good, healthy houses, though of fundamental 
importance, was not enough. There was 2 
real need for the development of communal 
and social interests. This meant the pro- 
vision on large estates not only of shopping 
centres and schools but also of open spaces 
for outdoor games and recreations and com- 
munity centres with assembly halls, club- 
rooms, and work-rooms, which should provide 
for a wide range of activities. : ; 

The Physical Training and Recreation Bill 
now before Parliament would empower local 
authorities to provide or assist in providing 
community centres outside their own housing 
estates and also empower local education 
authorities to provide or help to provide . 
physical and social activities for adults 
generally. Seventeen of the larger authorities 
had already provided community centres or 
assembly halls on their estates or had schemes 
im an advanced state of preparation. Many 
other authorities had assisted in the pro- 
vision of centres by letting existing buildings 
on their housing estates to voluntary organisa- 
tions at a low price and by reserving sites 
when planning their estates. 
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SOME LEGAL ASPECTS OF WATER SUPPLY.—Il.

In the previous article we mentioned 
the duty of every local authority, under 
the Public Health Act of 1936 (outside 
the Metropolis) to take the necessary 
steps both to ascertain the sufficiency and 
wholesomeness of the water supply in 
their district, and, as far as possible, 
secure that every house and school has 
available within a reasonable distance a 
sufficient supply of wholesome water for 
“domestic purposes.” 


Water Supply in Occupied Houses. 

Apart from this. duty, the Act of 1936 
empowers a local authority to require any 
occupied house to be provided with a 
sufficient water supply. Where an 
authority are satisfied that an occupied 
house has not, either in it, or within a 
reasonable distance, a supply of whole- 
some water sufficient for the domestic 
purposes of the inmates and that such a 
supply ought to be provided by the owner 
of the house, and if such a supply is 
afforded by the authority or other water 
undertakers, there will not be payable by 
the consumer in respect of the water 
supplied any charge in excess of the 
ordinary charge made in respect of a 
supply of water for domestic purposes to 
houses in the area to which such a supply 
is given, then the authority can give 
notice to the owner requiring him to pro- 
vide or secure the provision of such a 
supply. 

If the authority are satisfied that the 
needs of two or more houses can be met 
by @ joint supply, then they can give 
notice to the owners of all those houses. 
If the notice is not complied with, and 
there is no appeal, as explained below, 
then the local authority can provide or 
secure the provision of the water supply 
and recover from the owner or owners in 
proportions determined by the authority 
or, in case of dispute, by a Court of Sum- 
mary Jurisdiction. But no owner can 
be required to pay more than £20 in 
respect to any one house. Before the new 
Public Health Act, 1936, a clause was 
sometimes inserted in local Acts per- 
mitting a local authority, on behalf of 
owners and occupiers of premises, to make 
a requisition from statutory water under- 
takers for a supply of water. This pro- 
vision will now be (after October 1) of 
general application. Consequently, where 
any houses with respect to which a local 
authority could take action on the ground 
of a notice or notices, as above, not being 
complied with, the authority may adopt 
this procedure as one of their methods of 
ensuring a water supply. The under- 
takers must comply as though the requi- 
sition had been made by the owners or 
occupiers themselves, and the latter are 
deemed to have niade the requisition and 
to have entered into an agreement with 
the undertakers'to take a supply of water 
for three successive years at least. 


Water Rates, Services, etc. 

Whether the supply is furnished by the 
authority itself, or by statutory water 
undertakers, water rates may be made 
and ‘recovered as though the owner or 
occupier had demanded and agreed to 
pay water rates for a supply. If, how- 
ever, two or more houses occupied by 
different persons are supplied with water 
by a common pipe belonging to the 
owners or occupiers of these houses, the 
local authority can, when necessary, re- 


pair or renew the pipe and recover reason- 
able expenses from the owners or 
occupiers in such proportion as the 
authority determines, or, in case of dis- 
pute, by a Court of Summary Jurisdiction. 

The local authorities under the Act are 
councils of boroughs (including county 
boroughs), urban districts and rural dis- 
tricts, and the following points should 
be noted with regard to the notices men- 
tioned above. They must either be in 
writing, or if the form is prescribed by 
the Minister of Health by regulations, 
then in like form. They may be served 
(1) by delivery to the person concerned, 
or (2) left or sent in a prepaid letter 
addressed to the owner or occupier at his 
usual or last known residence. 


Right of Entry. 

The Act of 1936 empowers any author- 
ised officer of a council on producing his 
authority, if required, to enter any 
premises at all reasonable hours for any 
of the purposes of the Act, but such entry 
cannot be demanded as of right unless 
24 hours’ notice of the intended entry has 
been given to the occupier. If a Justice 
of the Peace is satisfied that entry has 
been refused, or that refusal is appre- 
hended, or that the premises are unoccu- 
pied or the occupier temporarily absent, 
or the case is one of urgency, etc., he 
can authorise the entry, by force if 
necessary, by warrant. 


Rights of Appeal, 

There are three grounds laid down in 
the P.H.A. of 1936 on which a person on 
whom a notice has been served may 
appeal against it, viz.: (1) That the supply 
is not required; (2) that the time allowed 
them for providing the supply is insuffi- 
cient; (3) that the authority ought them- 
selves to provide a supply for the district 
or part of the district in which the house 
is situate, or render the existing supply 
wholesome; or (4) part of the expenses of 
providing the supply or making the exist- 
ing supply wholesome, ought to be borne 
by the authority. The appeal must be 
made to the Minister of Health within 
28 days after the service of the notice, 
and if made, the authority must not take 
any further steps until the Minister 
authorises them to do so. The appeal 
being made, the Minister of Health can 
either disallow the requirement to pro- 
vide a water supply or allow it with or 
without modification. If he allows the 
appeal he must order the authority to 
proceed with the proposed works (or the 
works varied by his order) either forth- 
with or, if the works are not being execu- 
ted by the owner or owners, within a 
time limited by the order. It is also pro- 
vided by the Act that, should he consider 
it necessary, the Minister of Health may 
cause a local inquiry to be held. The 
Minister, also, by his order, if he thinks 
it equitable, may apportion the expenses 
of providing the supply between the 
owner or owners concerned and the local 
authority. He can also vary any appor- 
tionment which the authority propose to 
make, but in fo case can any owner be 
required to pay more than £20 in respect 
to any one house. ; 


Supply of Water to New Houses. 

A local authority can reject plans of 
new houses deposited with them unless 
they are satisfied with the proposals made 
for the supply of wholesome water, and 
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that these plans can be carried into effect 
If any question arises on the above matte: 
between the authority and the pergop 
whom, or on whose behalf, the plang az 
deposited, it must, on that person’, appli. 
cation, be determined by a Court of Sum. 
mary Jurisdiction. If when the plan 
have been passed, and the local authori 
are of opinion that the proposals have noj 
been carried out, they can give notice tg 
the owner prohibiting him from occupyj 
the house until they give a certificats 
that they are satisfied that the proposals 
have been carried out. The owner mug} 
not, under a penalty of £10 and a oop. 
tinuing daily fine of 40s., occupy the honge 
without such certificate. A person 
aggrieved by the refusal of a certificate 
can apply to a Court of Summary Juris. 
diction for an order for occupation, which, 
if granted, has the effect of the local 
authority’s certificate. 

It need only be mentioned here that the 
size, nature, materials, etc., mode of 
arrangement, connection of the water 
fittings, are matters controlled by by-laws 
in force. 


Protection from Polluted Water. 

It should be noted that under the 
Public Health Act, 1936, a local authority 
(that is, the council of a borough, urban 
district or rural district) has power to 
close, or restrict the use of water from, 
polluted wells, or to make any necessary 
by-laws. When satisfied that the water 
in or obtained from any well, tank, 
or other source of supply not vested in 
them is, or is likely to be, used for 
domestic purposes or in the preparation 
of food or drink for human consumption, 
is, or is likely to become so polluted as to 
be prejudicial to health, a local authority 
can apply to a Court of Summary Juris 
diction. A summons may then be issued 
to the owner or occupier of the premises 
to which the source of supply belongs, 
or to any person alleged to have control 
of it. On the hearing of the summons, 
the court may make an order directing 
the source of the supply to be per 
manently or temporarily closed or cut off, 
or that the water be used for certain pur 
poses only, or any other order appearing 
to the court to be necessary to prevent 
injury or danger to health of persons 
using the. water or consuming food or 
drink prepared with it. The court cat 
hear any user of the water who claims to 
be heard, and can cause the water to be 
analysed (see below) at the cost of the 
local authority. If the person on whom 
an order is made fails to comply the 
court can, on the application of the 
authority, authorise the authority to . 
whatever may be necessary to give effec 
to the order, and the expenses are sont 
able from the person in default. 
should be noted that the above applies 
to wells, etc., not vested-in the authority. 
It is the duty of local authorities to 
that the water they themselves supply 38 
wholesome..

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‘THE ARCHITECTS’ REGISTRATION BILL 


DEBATE IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS 


In the House of Commons last week, Mr. 
Bossom moved the second . reading of the 
‘Architects’ Registration Bill, which has 

ed through the Lords. He said that the 
object of the Bill was to restrict the use of 
the name “architect ’’ to registered archi- 
tects, and to extend the time within which 
practising architects might apply for registra- 
tion. It was not an attempt to add cost to 
the public or to destroy the livelihood of any 

ple. The Bill was supported by 90 per 
cent. of the profession and by practically all 
those organisations which carried out the 
work designed by architects—including the 
National Federation of Building lrades 
Employers, and the National Federation of 
Building Trades Operatives, which repre- 
sented. 900,000 members. This. was not an 
attempt to make architecture an exclusive 
profession, for an elementary schoolboy 
could qualify himself as an architect by 
attending evening courses at small fees. Last 
year 650 evening students alone presented 
themselves for the examination of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects. 

In this matter of the registration of archi- 
tects, we were a long way behind other 
countries. Registration was compulsory in 
five of our Dominions and Colonies. It was 
also compulsory in 41 out of the 48 States 
of the United States and in many European 
countries. It had been objected that this was 
a compulsory measure; but it was not com- 
pulsory, for nobody was compelled to register 
unless he wished to do so. It had been said 
that the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects, with more than 6,000 members, repre- 
sented only one-third of the architectural 
profession. But the body which was object- 
ing to the measure on the ground that the 
standard of education was being set too high 
had only 1,200 members, and represented only 
6 per cent. of the profession. The R.I.B.A. 
was founded in 1834 and had done work of 
great credit. The objecting body was founded 
in 1925. 

The objecting body said that the standard 
of education required was too high. But in 
this country to-day the tendency was to raise 
the level of education all round, and not to 
lower it. He did not believe that the House 
desired that there should be a lowering of 
the standard of education. A unanimous feel- 
ing had been expressed in the House in 
favour of preserving the amenities of the 
country. Did they want to lower the stan- 
dard of education of those who would be 
largely responsible for building? We had to 
protect the word ‘‘ architect ’’ for the benefit 
of the general public. That was essential, 
and the Bill only attempted to carry for- 
ward that meio fe It would not stop any- 
body, whether employed by a municipality 
or by anyone else, from practising architec- 
ture, but if they did not trouble within two 
years to qualify before the Registration 
Council, they could not call themselves 
architects. rtd they were not accepted when 
they made application to the Registration 
Council, they had the right of appeal to 
an independent and non-architectural tribunal. 
Considering that we spent £300 millions a 
year on our buildings and architecture 
throughout the country, we were entitled to 
require those who called themselves archi- 
tects to have a standard of education which 
was going to be a credit to the country. 

Mr. Ammon, in seconding the motion, said 
that it was essential to have skilled and edu- 
cated persons carrying. out work of such 
importance as this. 

He spoke from the point of view of the 
ordinary citizen, who was very much con- 
cerned about so important a matter as that 
of architecture, the great part it played in 
the education of our people, and its great 
Spiritual value. It was almost. impossible 
to overestimate the spiritual value of a 
eautiful building on the community in which 
the building was situated. With the growing 
standard of education.and the fact that, to 
a large extent, the nation was being rebuilt, 





it was of increasing importance that the per- 
sons entrusted with the planning and the 
elevations of our buildings should be equipped 
in every possible way, educationally and by 
skilled training, to provide the best for the 
community. 

One had only to look around to see the 
extraordinary contrasts in architecture in 
these days. One of the most wonderful 
things, in some respects, was to stand on 
Westminster Bridge at dusk and see the effect 
of the new architecture which had been 
erected along the embankment. One got a 
tremendous contrast to this if one took a short 
ride into the country and saw the beautiful 
landscape being defiled by ill-planned, ill- 
regulated and badly constructed buildings 
which, in a very short time, would spread 
the slums all over the district. Unless some- 
thing was done on the lines of the Bill, this 
was likely to be perpetuated. 

One objection had been raised to the Bill: 
that, to a certain extent, it perpetuated some- 
thing like a class distinction. He had made 
very close inquiry, and found that that was 
not so. It was not the fact that persons who 


followed the profession of architecture were | 


sdrawn largely from one class. As a member 
of the London Education Committee, he had 
come across the striking fact that of all the 
learned professions, more boys from the even- 
ing institutes entered that of architecture 


. than any other profession. Quite large num- 


bers of the lads who attended the evening 
institutes for training as architects came 
from working-class homes. For architecture 
the highest possible standards and the best 
qualifications were necessary, and_ there 
should be a call from all ranks of society to 
enable them to qualify on these lines. 

Sir R. Tasker moved the rejection of the 
Bill. He said that he had been a member 
of the Architects’ Registration Council since 
its inception, and so far from it working 
smoothly, its meetings were more like a bear 
garden than a gathering of professional men. 
That council, as such, had never, been con- 
sulted about this Bill at all. The statement, 
made in the House of Lords, that 90 per cent. 
of architects supported the Bill, was 
astounding. The Bill suggested that they 
should compel every man who desired to 
practise as an architect to be registered. The 
House had not been told what was going to 
happen -to those eminent architects who 
declined to be licensed like pawnbrokers. 
Many of the most eminent architects declined 
to recognise this ay gina, and with very 
good reason. The Bill was an attempt to 
gain, by- dubious means, the control of the 
whole architectural profession by one body. 
If the authors of the Bill had their way, there 
was going to be a great deal of what hon. 
members opposite called ‘‘ the old school tie.’’ 
The need of the profession was for practical 
men, and he suggested that: neither Sir 
Christopher Wren nor Inigo Jones could have 
passed any of the modern examinations. 
There was, in his view, far too much value 
attached to examinations. Candidates were 
very largely the victims of the caprice or 
perhaps the state of the liver of the examiner. 
There were hundreds of architects. in his con- 
stituency, and one would have thought that 
if the architects wanted this Bill he would 
have been overwhelmed with correspondence. 
He had received eight requests to support 
it. As to the requests to oppose it, when he 
got up to 400 he stopped counting. There 
was a general impression among architects 
that this Bill was.an attempt to create a 
monopoly. They were assured by the pro- 
moters of the Bill that there was no such 
intention, but he was sorry he could not read 
into it any other intention. Modern architec- 
ture was largely composed of horizontal and 
vertical lines. There was no proportion about 
it. Further power should not be given to 
the Architects’ Registration Council}. because 
as at.present constituted it was. an offshoot 
of the R.I.B.A. .If this Bill went through, 
the will of Parliament, as expressed in the 
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Act of 1931; would be defeated. It was 
because he believed this Bill would not be 
for the benefit of the profession or the 
country that he moved its rejection. 

Mr. McEntee seconded the rejection of the 
Bill. He-said that its purpose was to create 
for the R.I.B.A. a monopoly such as had been 
created by certain other professions. If such 
a@ monopoly was created it would be a defi- 
nite hards 4 to many brilliant young men 
and women from working-class families. He 
was not satisfied with the way in which the 
present law was being administered. The 
Bill would make it more difficult for working- 
class boys to enter the profession. 

The Bill was ‘‘ talked out.”’

LONDON AND ITS 
TRANSPORT 


Mr. Frank Pick, vice-chairman of the 
London Passenger ‘Transport Board, 
addressing the Headmasters’ Conference 
recently on “London Transport,’ 
described the transport board as an ex- 
periment, the first body of its kind set up 
iby Parliament. The problem that pre- 
sented itself was whether the population 
of 9,500,000 in the area served by the 
board represented a defined part of Great 
Britain; whether it justified being dealt 


with as a single entity. The justification . 


for the Board must be that it created a 
unity; it afforded means by which the 
various districts it served were linked 
together as a separate entity. Altogether 
there were about 1,750,000 people who 
daily converged on Central London for 
business or pleasure. The serious prob- 
lem that beset the Board was to get these 
people into London and out again. The 
traffic was not spread evenly over the day; 
there were enormous tidal waves morn- 
ing and. evening. In addition over 40,000 
people came to London daily from the 
coastal towns. 

London. was becoming more and more an 
industrial centre, and that was not altogether 
a good thing. Industry was becoming too pre 
dominant a partner. The key to London was 
primarily commerce and the money market, 
not industry. London depended for its great- 
ness on the strong diversity of its interests and 
the proper balance between them. London 
must be maintained as a unit and that meant 
that some limit should be set to its size; but 
not an arbitrary limit. It could not be 
restricted artificially without being maimed or 
injured. Transport provided the framework 
on which London was built. The important 
problem was the co-ordination of road and 
railway services so that they supplemented 
each other. It had not been easy for the 
Board to secure any wide measure of co-ordind- 
tion. There were opportunities for co-ordina- 
tion at the onter terminals of the railways: 
Whether by road or rail, London was now 
netted down very finely. A fine mesh 
covered the area for which the board ‘w 
responsible. 

Referring to the lack’ of planning and’ the 
haphazard way in which’ Landes had ‘been 
allowed to grow, Mr: Pick said that in spite of 
all the difficulties in connection with planning, 
they were getting a museum quarter in South 
Kensington ;'a university quarter proper was 
growing up in Bloomsbury, and even factorite 
were sorting themselves out into certain 
districts, but houses slithered about every- 
where. It had been suggested that there 
should be satellite towns. He thought that 
was a county council’s despair and that satel- 
lite towns near London would be submerged. 
There should be more centres scattered round 
the fringe of London. Suburban London had 
not an active and ‘sustained local life. Towns 
like Nottingham, Leicester and. Northampton 
had: their lively and -active local interests. 
They had not got far enough, in the. proper 
planning of suburbs to make them an effec- 
tive part of the metropolis which: they: shoula 
really be. The Hampstead Garden Suburb. in 
one sense was a most. successfal venture..

Insurance Against Bad Weather Losses. 

Mr. Emery asked the Minister of Labour 
whether he had considered the representations 
which had been made to him by the building 
trades employers for the introduction of a 
scheme to insure workers in the building 
trades against loss of employment owing to 
bad weather; and, if so, what action he pro- 
posed to take in the matter. : 

Mr. E. Brown said that representatives of 
the Joint Council for the Building Industry 
had been in touch with his Department on 
this. subject: At. their request some sugges- 
tions, which he hoped would be of use to 
the Council in framing a scheme, had been 
supplied ito them by the Department. 


Rural Housing. 

Viscount Exmuey asked the Minister of 
Health if his advisory committee was con- 
sidering the question of rural housing ; and, 
if so, when they would report to him. : 

Sm K. Woop said that the Central Housing 
Advisory Committee were at present consider- 
ing a report on rural housing which had been 
presented to them by the Rural Housing Sub- 
Committee, and he understood that the report 
was likely to be presented to him in the 
course of the summer. ; 

Capen Hemcers asked the Minister of 
Health what steps he was taking to bring 
the facilities of the Housing (Rural Workers) 
Act to the notice of those concerned. 

Sm K. Woop said that experience had 
shown that in those areas where the working 
of this Act had been most successful, sustained 
publicity had been an important factor. In 
pursuance of a suggestion of his Central Hous- 
ing Advisory Committee he had had a poster, 
a folder, and a booklet prepared for distribu- 
tion by local authorities. All three were 
illustrated, and drew attention in simple 
language to the advantages of the Act. Local 
authorities were, he was glad to say, freely 
availing themselves of this provision. 


Rent Restriction. 

Mr. GattacHeR asked the Minister of 
Health whether he would give for London, 
Greater London, the rest of England and 
Wales, the number of dwelling-houses in each 
of the following categories, respectively, at 
present controlled under the Rent and Mort- 
gage Interest Restrictions Acts, 1920-25 : 
dwelling-houses not exceeding £20 in rateable 
value-or net annual value in the Metropolitan 
Police district and the City, £26 5s. in Scot- 
land, and £13 elsewhere, and dwelling-houses 
exceeding the above figures in rateable or net 
annual value in the respective areas but not 
exceeding £45 in rateable value or rent in the 
Metropolitan police district and the City and 
in Scotland, and £35 elsewhere; how many 
dwelling-houses in each of these groups had 
been decontrolled under the Rent and Mort- 
gage Interest Restrictions Act, 1923, in each 
of the said areas; and how many dwelling- 
houses were excluded from control by sub- 
section (2) of Section 1 of the Rent and Mort- 
gage Interest Restriction (Amendment) Act, 
1933. 2 


Sra K. Woop said that it was not possible 
to give the information in relation to areas, 
but so far as England and Wales were con- 
cerned the number of houses taken out of con- 
trol by the 1933 Rent Act was about 450,000. 
There were from 34 to 4 million controlled C 
class ‘houses and rather over one million 
decontrolled C class houses. The number of 
controlled B class houses gradually diminished 
‘by the operation of decontrol. It was esti- 
mated that in 1933 there were about 14 
million controlled B class houses, but he had 
no information as to the number to-day. The 
numbers of houses now in the various cate- 

ies mentioned would no doubt be examined 
y the Departmental Committee about to be 
set up to inquire into the working of the Rent 
Restriction Acts. 
Rehousing Grants. 


Mr. D. Apams asked the Minister of Health 
how many local authorities in England and 
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Wales had made application for. Exchequer 
grants-in aid of accommodation. to be pro- 
vided, otherwise than. in blocks of flats. on 
expensive sites, for the abatement of over- 
crowding under the terms of Section 32 of 
the Housing Act, 1935, and Section 107 of 
the Housing Act, 1936; and the number and 
amount of the grants approved by him under 
a sections up to the end of February,

Chimney Construction. 


Str,—The recent long spells of wet weather 
which we have experienced during the last 
few seasons have revealed a number of defects 
in building, and none more pronounced than 
defective dampcoursing of chimneys which 
leave a roof on an outside wall. Here there 
seems inevitably an unprotected triangle of 
brickwork between the dampcourse and the 


.sloping roof, through which severe rain pene- 


trates, quickly to show damp im the ceiling. 
I should be glad of suggestions as to how 
this defect can be obviated. 


CoNSTRUCTION. 


Hot-Water System: Discoloration of 
Water. 


Srr,—I should be glad if you could suggest 
the cause or a remedy for the hot water 
drawn off at certain portions of a system 
being distinctly green in-colour. The system 
was reinstated March, 1934, and consisted of 
@ new independent cast-iron boiler connected 
to the existing galvanised iron cylinder with 
copper primary flow and return pi The 
secondary circulation being relaid with copper 
piping (original lead cold-water supply pipe 
from galvanised iron cistern to cylinder bein 
retained). In April, 1936, the galvanised 
iron cylinder was replaced with a copper 
cylinder. Prior to April, 1936, no complaints 
were received, the discoloration only being 
complained of during the last six months.

A high-grade water- 
paint, however, if properly applied after 
thorough preparation, will last a number of 
years without need of renewal, The ad- 
vantage of white cement wash is that this 
will not perish, though it also will tend to 
shabbiness in course of years.

Srr,—In answer to ‘‘ Fixed,’’ -in the 
current issue, the following will solve his 
problem: 1 bushel freshly burnt. chalk lime, 
4 lb. salt, and 4-galion boiled linseed oil. 
The lump lime should be put in a tub and 
water added to slake; when at its hottest 
the salt and oil should be added and well 
stirred up. The slurry should afterwards be 
strained and used in the ordinary way. A 
little ochre improves the colour, and should 
be stirred in after the. oil.

Flooring Attacked by Beetle. 
[Answers To “A. C. L.,” Apri 2.] 


Sm,—If tte correspondent, A. ©. L, 
who is troubled with furniture beetle, were 
to obtain the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory’s leaflet on Furniture Beetle, he 
will find practical suggestions for eradicating 
the pest.

Sir,—If the flooring is not attacked too 
severely, the best method to employ in this 
particular case to exterminate wood beetles 
and their larve is to brush thoroughly. or 
spray the affected flooring and also the near- 
by areas with a good fluid insecticide. 
Although gases can penetrate interstices 
which fluids cannot reach, excepting when 
applied under high pressure, fumigation with 
hydrocyanic acid gas, recommended by the 
writer in the reply referred to by your 
correspondent, would be extremely difficult 
to apply successfully in the present case. It 
must be borne in mind, however, that the 
effectiveness of liquid or fluid insecticides 
depends largely upon their power of penetra 
tion and also time of application. Preferably, 
treatment should be applied duriag 
months of May to July, when the beetles 
emerge from their haunts, or at the pe of 
pupation, when the pups, or chrysalides, are 
near the surface. Although there are seve 
reliable insecticides sold for destroying w 
beetles and also for rendering timber free 
from any further attack, any oneofthefollow- 
ing preparations can be used successfully: 
(1) Paraffin oil, 75 per cent.; carbolic oil, 
25 per cent, (2) Dichlorbenzene, 97 per cent.; 
cedarwood oil, 2 per cent. ; Castile soap, 1 pe 
cent. (This preparation possesses a Very 
high degree of penetration.) (3) Paraffin oil, 
5 parts; carbolic oil, 1 part; camphor, 
parts, dissolved by heat in linseed oil, 
parts; cedarwood oil, 2 parts. Pure turps, 
paraffin oil, petrol, benzene, and creosote are

MODEL CLAUSES 
Space about Buildings. 


We now come to the amount of space 
around a building as required by the 
Planning Scheme. Building by-laws con- 
tain stipulations for this purpose, and 
the prescription of building lines secures 
spaces in front of buildings, but here the 
matter is dealt with in ratio. 

Here again we have to consider the two 
alternatives of developed and undeveloped 
land, and in the quotation which follows, 
the latter has been taken as an example. 
The columns could be sub-divided for 
the two classes if necessary. 

The clause, although lengthy, is very 
important in connection with the sub- 
mission of plans to the council, and is 
quoted fully as follows; while figures re- 
commended in the note accompanying the 
Model clause have been inserted :—

(2) For the purposes of this clause— 

_ (a) A dwellinghouse includes a build- 

ing designed externally in the form of a 

dwellinghouse, though intended as a 

dwelling for more than one family;

in clause 25, 
_ (c) A place of instruction does not 
include buildings of the kinds men- 
tioned in the definition of the term in 
clause 25 except a school, college, tech- 
nical institute, academy, mofastery or 
convent;

6 in. above 
the level of the floor, and space occu- 
pied by chimneys, shall count as 
unoccupied space; 
_ (f) Where the site of a proposed build- 
ing is partly within and partly outside 
the area, the council shall, if the person 
having control of the land so requests, 
treat it as whollv within the area, but 
they may make it a condition of so 
treating the site that no buildings are 
erected on the portion outside the area 
so as to occupy, together with- the 
buildings on the portion of the site 
within the area, a greater proportion of 
the site as a whole than could have been 
occupied if the whole of the site had 
been within the area. 

(3) This clause does not apply to the 
erection in the use zone(s) of an industrial 
building or a special industrial building. 
The provisos are important and applic- 

able to rebuilding or redevelopment. If 
a site is 2,000 sq. ft. in area, then the 
ratio is 2,500—1.25. Taking the first pro- 
2,000 

portion in column 2 we get 4x 1.25=.4125. 
The limits to this method of conversion 
are given in the proviso—nor should the 
limits imposed by the building by-laws be 
forgotten. 

Proviso (ii) gives the Council further 
discretion in the matter. 

Proviso (iii). This is a combination of 
circumstances which is also provided for 
in building by-laws. If the ground floor 
is used solely as a shop, then the open 
space around the ground floor is to be to 
the requirements of “ other buildings ” 
in column 4 of the table. If the floor 
above is used as a dwellinghouse, then 
the open space above the ground floor must 
conform with the requirements of column 
2. (See Fig. 29, Sept. 13, 1935, for illus- 
tration of the principle involved, but 
note variations of (2) (c)). 

Sub-clause (2) gives definitions, and it 
can be noted that the term ‘“ dwelling- 
house ” applies to tenements or flats for 
the purpose of this clause. 

Paragraphs (d) and (e) are consistent 
with the stipulations of building by-laws. 
For (d), see Figs. 11 and 12, August 23, 
1935. 

Sub-clause (3) indicates that the pro- 
visions of the clause are not to apply to 
industrial buildings or special industrial 
buildings. 





Breaks in Buildings. 
The next step in a planning scheme is 
to break up possible continuity in blocks 
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of buildings. Within the past few 
decades ,there was a strong desire to 
regard the building of houses singly or 
in pairs as the ideal form of estate de- 
velopment. During recent years there 
has been a change of ideal, for the block 
of, say, six houses, has far more dignity 
and sense of repose than three pairs of 
houses. Nor should one forget the quiet 
and restful dignity of the London squares, 
with their continuity and good skylines. 

Breaks in blocks of buildings are safe- 
guards in cases of fire, but with modern 
forms of construction, such eventualities 
are more remote than in days of pre-by- 
law construction. 

Model clause 42 provides a form of 
wording, and with its blank spaces affords 
a varying range in the continuous 
blocks in various zones. Provision is 
made to stipulate distances between 
dwellinghouses and other buildings, 
whether dwellinghouses or not, and for 
distances of buildings from’ boundaries, 
other than the boundaries of streets. 

Provisos are introduced with regard to 
outbuildings not more than 10 ft. in 
height, and connecting screen walls or 
similar architectural features. The R.A. 
are given power to allow longer blocks if 
arranged to their satisfaction, and to 
lessen the intervening distances between 
the blocks in the case of special circum- 
stances or when eompliance would be 
unreasonable. 


EMPLOYERS AND 
RECRUITING 


At the invitation of the Mayor of Wands- 
worth, Councillor W. H. Heath, a large num- 
ber of employers of labour attended a luncheon 
at the Dorchester, Park-lane, on April 9, to 
discuss recruiting for the Territorial Army. 

Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Territorial 
Army,” Councillor Heath said that the real 
object of the Wandsworth Council—and he, 
as an employer himself, accepted the principle 
—was to get it generally accepted 4s a prin- 
ciple that business men employing hourly 
workers should look upon payment to their 
men to join the Territorial Army not only as 
a duty to themselves and their country, but 
as an insurance against invasion. — 

Lord Strathcona, responding, said that the 
Territorial Army was at the moment about 
44,000 below strength, but this was due to the 
formation in the last two years of new coastal 
defence and anti-aircraft units. As the number 
of recruits went up, so did the establishment 
of the Territorial Army go up, but he had no 
doubt that in due course ‘this country would 
be in a position to be safely defended against 
any possible attack. If every employer could 
persuade only some 5 per cent. of his men to 
join up we should have —- to fear. 

General Sir Walter Kirke, Director-General 
of the Territorial Army, said that no factor in 
the satisfactory progress of recruiting was of 
more importance than the help given by em- 
ployers all over the country. He had a feeling 
that we were working against time, but he 
was quite sure that eventually we should get 
the men required. There was no time to lose. 

The health of the Mayor of Wandsworth 
was proposed by Mr. J. H. Thomas. 


Measuring and Conveyance of Sand and 
Ballast. 

The Board of Trade have prepared a draft 
of Regulations which yes propose to make — 
under the Weights and Measures Act, 1936, 
to govern the measuring and conveyance of 
sand and ballast. The draft Regulations 
have been published, and copies may be pur- 
chased (price 4d. net) through any bookseller 
or direct from His Majesty’s Stationery 
Offices.

NATIONAL FEDERATION 
OF HOUSE BUILDERS *: 


-.. AINNUAL CONFERENCE. 

Iy- his. presidential address to the annual 
conference, of the National Federation of 
House. Builders, opened at the Hotel 
Victoria, Westminster, on Monday, Mr. 
F. J. Riley, of Manchester, said that if the 
Government were to take the bold step of 
withdrawing all. subsidies for housing, slum 
clearance, and. overcrowding, he was .confi- 
dent that’ the builder would build -all the 
houses required at economic rents. In a 
reference to the increase in costs of con- 
struction, the speaker urged the need for 
raising the limit of value fixed by the 
Minister in respect of houses subject to the 
guarantee under the 1933 Housing Act. 

To raise the status of the house-builder 
still higher, Mr. Riley said he would like to 
see the educational side of the industry de- 
veloped in order to ensure that all young 
men coming into it were properly qualified, 
if necessary by examination, He suggested 
the granting of some form of degree such as 
membership of an _ Institute of House 
Builders, which would be a sign manual of an 
experienced and trustworthy member of the 
craft or trade. He hoped that during his 
term of office a scheme would be formulated 
to found such an institute. 

After a discussion on the question of 
registration of house builders on the lines 
proposed by some other bodies, the confer- 
ence carried, without opposition, a resolu- 
tion that registratiom was not required so far 
as the Federation was concerned. 


ANNUAL DINNER. 

The annual dinner was held at the Hotel 
Victoria in the evening, when Mr. F. J. 
Riley, the President was in the chair. 

Sir Kingsley Wood, in reply to the toast 
of “‘H.M. Government ” (proposed by the 
President) said that out of the three 
million houses built since the war, 2} million 
had been built by private enterprise. Four 
out of every five em had been built with- 
out assistance from public funds. It was a 
legitimate source of satisfaction to see the 
steadily increasing number of owner occupiers 
in this eountry. Two milliom houses had 
been built since the war for the owner- 
occupier. The speaker said he was equally 
concerned with the provision of houses to let 
for the lower-paid worker, and he was glad 
to know that private enterprise was entering 
this important field, and was already adding 
houses at the rate of 60,000 a year to the 
pool of houses available for letting. 


Sir Harold Bellman, President of the 
eae, * Societies’ Association, proposin 
“The Future Prosperity of the Industry,’ 
said every competent observer has recog- 
nised that the level of the demand of the 
most recent ng had represented boom con- 
ditions in the building of houses for sale; 
and since economic history did not record a 
boom which continued indefinitely, some re- 
cession in output had been regarded as 
inevitable sooner or later. A new equilibrium 
level of production was apparently in course 
of being established. The exact level to be 
established remained to be seen, but there 
seemed little doubt that it would represent 
conditions of substantial activity for house 
builders. This transition was complicated by 
rising costs. The Board of Trade index 
number of wholesale prices of building 
materials showed a rise of some 10 points 
from the lowest level reached after the 
financial crisis of 1931—from 91.2 to 101.2 in 
February, 1937, with 1930 = 100. This was 
a considerable increase,:and it was disquiet- 
ing to realise that the limit of the upward 
movement had not yet been reached. the 
past the house-building industry had shown 
conspicuous resource and resiliency when 
confronted by adverse circumstances. There 
must be some adjustment of technique to 
enable. the. product to be marketed at a cost 
within the capacity of large numbers of 
consumers. a

Clerks’ Benevolent Institution was held at 
the Holborn Restaurant, W.C.2, on Tuesday 
night, when the chair was taken by the

After the loyal toasts, Mr. H. B. Kerr, 
proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Builders’ Clerks’ 
Benevolent Institution,”’ said that the Insti- 
tution had been granting pensions for 71 
years to those who were past work, and in 
some cases to their widows, and was also 
providing for education. The Government 
were now proposing a scheme to insure 
** black-coated workers,’’ but 50 years before 
the War the building industry realised that 
something had to be done in: that direction 
for their own workers. They had paid out 
something like £30,000 in pensions, and there 
were now 25 pensioners on the roll. A good 
start had been given to the Institution for 
this year by the ‘‘ Blue Circle’’ Dramatic 
Society, which had raised £102, and he 
appealed to all to give of their best. He 
could assure them that the money was skil- 
fully handled. 

In proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,’ 

Mr. 8. H. F. Pulley said they welcomed the 
guests, as they were one of the Institution’s 
best means of support. They would very 
much like to increase the pensions, as they 
did not think £40 per annum for a single 
pensioner, or £50 per annum for a man and 
his wife, was enough. At Christmas they 
gave a little extra, but he would like to 
give each pensioner a little holiday each 
year, for a week or two at the seaside. The 
expenses of the Institution did not exceed 
7 per cent., and they wig managed the 
money carefully, so that they could give 
their pensioners security. 
_ Replying to the toast, Mr. W. H. Shoe- 
bottom paid tribute to the good work being 
done by the Institution and its administra- 
tion. Mr, H. Leighton, who also responded, 
said there was one favour he would like to 
ask those architects present, and that was 
to give the young man a chance and see 
him when he called. Could not they put 
aside, say, one hour each week for seeing 
those young fellows? 

Mr. F. W. Stratton proposed the toast of 
‘‘The President’? and congratulated the Insti- 
tution on having such a man to preside over 
them for the coming year. In his reply, Mr. 
H. B. Kerr said they had 11 past _presi- 
dents there that evening, and he thought 
that spoke a lot for the Institution, because 
it showed that after they had done their term 
of office they still came along and showed 
their interest, He then paid tributes to the 
work of Mr. Pulley, the hon. treasurer; Mr. 
E. H. Wall, the secretary; the committee, 
and also of Mr. Austin, the past secretary, 
who retired last year. He concluded by say- 
ing the total amount gathered at the time 
of speaking was £813 16s. 6d. 









PETERBOROUGH 
MASTER BUILDERS 


SpeaKiInG at the annual dinner of the 
Peterborough and District Building Trades 
Employers’ Association, Mr. J. W. Bettles, 
M.1.0.B., said that he was pleased to see 
that the city authorities were at last taking 
up town planning. ‘‘I trust,’’ he declared, 
“ that when that scheme is brought in force, 
you will do the same as other towns have 
done : enlist the architects and some of the 
members of the building industry on your 
panel, which in many towns has worked with 
great success. Sometimes the builders think 
they have been overcharged on different 
things, but when they come to see us—and 
we have many here to-night in the industry 
who are not members of the Federation—we - 
do like to keep our house in order. I trust 
any builders who are not members of the 
Federation, if they have a grievance against 
the Corporation, will come to us or go and 
see the Corporation. 


“‘ The client of the architect sometimes says 
that he cannot afford quantities, but the man 
who provides quantities always gets the most 
satisfactory job, because he gets his worth. 
Therefore, Mr. Mayor, I hope that in future 
if you have anything coming to over £1,000 
you will see that quantities are provided. 
When you consider it, we have to put in 
four or five days taking quantities, and quite 
possibly we don’t get the job. It is a lot 
of time wasted, with no pay.”’ 


Mr. J. Wilkin Porkess, President of the 
Eastern Federation, responding to the toast of 
“The Eastern Federation and the Peterborough 
Association,’ referred to his pleasure in 
accepting the invitation to be present, 
especially as his friend, Mr. Bettles, was to 
be the next President. Peterborough was 
one of the important cities in the Federation, 
which looked to its builders to give a strong 
and definite lead to the Federation’s policy. 
When such a lead was given, smaller places 
took the cue; without such support no 
federation could function properly. The 
Federation was not only concerned with 
benefits to themselves and their employees, 
they had an obligation to the public also, 
to see that they got proper value for their 
money ; to give them good work so that they 
had no reasonable cause for complaint. For 
that reason they endeavoured to discourage 
the jerry builder, who, he hoped, was a 
stranger to Peterborough. 


Councillor Stafford, in proposing ‘“‘ The 
Visitors,’’ said that the city owed architects 
a debt of gratitude. The Corporation ought 
to recognise them more, and if there was a 
chance of a job of any magnitude, the local 
architects should get it. 

Mr. F. J. Smith (City Engineer), respond- 
ing, spoke on the subject of bills of quanti- 
ties. ‘‘I think,’’ he said, “ that that is a 
perfectly sound point. It is as much to my 
benefit as yours to issue bills of quantities 
for all contracts over £1,000. It has been 
impossible to do so, solely through pressure 
of work. We have had a limited staff, par- 
ticularly on the clerical side, and there is 
a lot of clerical work involved in merely 
typing them out, All I can promise is that 
if we can possibly do so we will.’’ The 
Corporation, he continued, were just about 
to enter the preliminary stage of town plan- 
ning. As one who had had a good deal of 
experience in town planning, he appreciated 
that any. autocratic attitude on the part of 
himself as Engineer of the Corporation meant 
the shipwreck of the scheme. They must 
have the co-operation, not only of estate 
owners and estate developers, but of builders. 
‘*T ask you,’ he declared, ‘‘ to co-operate 
with me, Criticise! We don’t pretend to 
know everything. We are out to learn, and 
I take it you are out to learn. Co-operate 
and get out a scheme that will be of ultimate 
benefit to the majority of the population.

TRAFFIC -ACCIDENTS AND 
ROAD RECONSTRUCTION 


Tue British Road Federation has now 
given careful consideration to the recent 
investigation undertaken by the Ministry 
of Transport into 100,000 road accidents, 
and has addressed a letter to the Ministry 
of Transport, from which we take the 
following :— 

The British Road Federation considers 
itself under a duty to acquaint the Minister 
of Transport with its views on certain points 
which are brought out im his recent analysis 
of 100,000 road accidents. The analysis reveals 
that the total number of accidents which 
Sccurred in built-up areas where there is a 
speed limit was three times greater than in 
areas where no such limit exists. Over 40 per 
cent. occurred at road junctions; over 33 per 
cent. of the victims were pedal cyclists, 29 
per cent. pedestrians, and 18 per cent. motor 
cyclists or their passengers. In only one- 

ird of the total cases is the motor driver 
held to have been at fault, and in this connec- 
tion it should be remembered that the 
Ministry, in the course of its inquiries as to 
the cause of the accidents, has appeared some- 
times to ignore faults in road layout except 
for ‘‘ blind corners” and slippery surfaces, 
and to put the blame on the motorist rather 
than on defective roads. For example, in the 
analysis, 90 per cent. of the accidents are 
attributed to persons, whereas only 10 per 
cent. are attributed to all other causes, 
including road conditions, weather, etc. 

On the other hand, the Oxfordshire County 
Council Highways Committee has reduced the 
number of accidents by 44 per cent. by im- 
proving the five main roads under its super- 
vision; the Lanarkshire County Council has 
found that accidents were 80 per cent, less 
on the dual carriageway section of the 
Glasgow-Edinburgh road than on the single 
carriageway section, sof 388 the fact that the 
volume of traffic on the dual carriageway 
section was 34 per cent. F eae the Chief 
Engineer of the Roads artment of the 
Ministry of Transport has declared that the 
construction of roundabouts at selected 
junctions reduced the accidents at those 
junctions by 36 per cent. 

urely the relation of these two groups of 
statistics strengthens the following con- 
clusions : In the first place, the theory that 
accidents must accompany derestriction is 
false; secondly, the intermingling of various 
types of traffic is langely responsible for the 
esent dangers; thirdly, over-regulation de- 
feats its object by distracting the driver’s 
attention from the road; fourthly, with the 
number of motor vehicles increasing at nearly 
500 per day, it is useless to continue attempt- 
ing to make the traffic fit the existing streets 
and roads. 

Instead, there must be a new conception of 
what is required for motor traffic accommoda- 
tion; and a progressive replanning of our 
road system, with the provision of separate 
tracks for pedestrians, cyclists and slow- 
moving traffic, to a far greater extent than 
at the present time. articular attention 
must be paid to the construction of adequate 
roundabouts, and of clover-leaf junctions 
wherever necessary. .These are matters of 
extreme urgency which have been ignored 
too long. 

The Minister of Transport assumed control 
of 4,500 miles of our trunk roads on the day 
following that on which the analysis of acci- 
dents was published. It is respectfully urged 
that he use his new-found powers, not in a 
restrictive, but in a boldly constructive sense.

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BY-LAWS FOR USE OF 
TIMBER IN CONVERSION 


Westminster City Council, at the end of 
last year, on consideration of draft London 
County Council by-laws relating to the use 
of timber in the construction and conversion 
of buildings, expressed the view that so far 
as existing buildings are concerned the pro- 
cedure under present powers, particularly as 
regards dangerous structures, adequately 
secures that timbers shall be of suitable 
quality and strength; and whilst offering no 
objection in principle to the laying down of 
standard regulations for timber construction, 
the City Council was of opinion that the in- 
formation regarding the application of- the 
new by-laws to the conversion of buildings 
was too meagre and that more light should 
be thrown on this aspect before the by-laws 
were made. 

The foregoing observations were conveyed 
to the Minister of Health and the London 
County Council. Subsequently the matter 
was discussed with the Chairman. of the 
County Council’s Town Planning and Build- 
ing Regulation Committee at the - latter’s 
invitation. As an outcome of that discussion 
the City Council have received a letter from 
the County Council], stating that they are 
advised that the mere alteration of a building, 
so long as its use remains unchanged, would 
not be a “ conversion’’ within the meaning 
of Section 2 (2) of the London Building Act 
(Amendment) Act, 1935, but would be an 
alteration subject to the combined effect of 
Sections 230 and 232 of the London Building 
Act, 1930, and the by-laws, and it would not 
be lawful to make the alteration to the 
building in such manner that the building so 
altered would, by reason of the alteration, not 
comply with the provisions of the Act and 
the by-laws thereunder. The County Coun- 
cil adds that the effect of Section 235 of the 
1930 Act (Application of Act to buildings 
erected before commencement of Act) as 
amended by Section 10 (2) of the 1935 Act 
is that by-laws made under the latter Act 
are not retrospective in operation, and that 
if a building is converted (and ‘‘ conversion ”’ 
involves change of use) within the meaning of 
Section 2 (2) of the 1935 Act, the District 
Surveyor’s powers are confined to remedying 
irregularities actually occasioned by the 
conversion. 

Bearing in mind that Clause 39 of the 
draft by-laws provides that a builder dis- 
satisfied with any decision of the District 
Surveyor may apply to the County Council 
to determine the requirements to be complied 
with, the Council think the above explana- 
tion satisfactorily disposes of the City 
Council’s objection, and are to inform the 
Minister of Health and the London County 
Council that, having regard to the County 
Council’s statement that in case of conver- 
sion of a building the District Surveyor’s 
powers are confined to remedying irregu- 
larities actually occasioned by the conversion, 
the City Council withdraws its objection to 
the ‘by-laws, conditionally on the County 
Council agreeing to draw the attention of 
the. District Surveyors to the above-mentioned 
limitation of their powers in ithe event of the 
by-laws being made.
